Me  of  fto  late  Dr.  Learing,  who,  aa  a  faithM  and 
doTOted  ^  and  theologlori  fartraetor,  throogh 
the  period  of  a  Irag  eztended  w»d  widely  oa^ 
miniatry,  and  amid  the  aoenea  of  nmj  eng 
erfol  reriTala,  exerted  an  indaenoe  whioh  wiiliw 
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thoae  Tile  plaoea  miaoalled  "aailor’s  boarding 
honsea,”  where  by  meana  of  ram,  harlota  and 
la  ndaharka  he  ia  aeon  imbrated,  and  fleeoed  of 
hia  hard  earnings ;  and  ia  then  either  oaat  penni* 
leas  into  the  street,  or  shipped  for  another  toj- 
age,  in  order  that  the  rapaoions  landlord  may 
aeoore  the  whole  or  part  of  lua  adranoe  wagfs. 
Thus  the  money  reoeired  after  signing  the  ship¬ 
ping  artielea,  and  whioh  ia  designed  to  proonre 
him  an  outfit  for  the  eontemplated  Toyage,  al¬ 
most  inraria  bly  finds  its  way  into  the  pooketa  of 
those  who  hare  ministered  to  hia  lasts  while  on 
shore,  or  ia  spent  in  a  final  dcbaaoh,  indaoed  by 
bis  proTiona  ezoesses.  And  without  money,  and 
rery  inadequately  supplied  with  proper  elothiog, 
he  ia  sent  to  sea  grossly  intozieated.  In  this 
piti  able  eondition,  we  are  oredibly  informed,  are 
two  thirds  of  the  erews  of  some  ships  that  olear 
this  port. 

If  this  be  true,  need  we  be  surprised  at  the  | 
soe  nea  whioh  take  plaoe  on  board  many  of  our 
me  rohant  Teasels  ?  Under  the  present  q^stem  the 
orew,  when  summoned  to  their  respcctire  duties 
are  Tery  generally  found  disqualified  for  their 
performance,  either  from  ignorance  or  intemper¬ 
ance.  The  stupidity  and  inezperienoe  of  the 
orew  are  consequently  repud  by  the  effloers  in 
0  aths  and  blows ;  and  these  engender  in  the  one 
p  anion  and  hatred,  whioh  are  followed  by  the 
tyranny  and  Tiolenoe  of  the  other.  Thus  on  both 
se  a  and  land  the  sailor  is  subjected  to  abuses 
w  hioh  exert  a  deteriorating  infiuenoe  upon  the 
character.  And  these  eTilshaTe  so  constantly 


du^  in  ohastising  the  ilUbusterism  that  from 
our  shores  Tiolat^  the  eomity  of  neighboring  na¬ 
tions,  there  is  reason  to  belioTe  that  in  Honduras 
at  least,  religioas  toleration  eould  hare  been  se- 


T^ed  with  some  at  least,  that  in  cue  the  mea¬ 
sure  wu  carried,  his  resignation  would  follow. 
But  the  subject  receiTod  for  the  time  its  quietus, 
and  Tery  littie  publicity  was  eTor  giren  to  it  No 
apiteoiaUc  influence  could  haTc  followed  its  agi¬ 
tation,  at  least  outside  the  church  itself.

That  by  some  means,  fair  or  foul,  honest  or 
fishoMrablSr  Ae  naAral  resouroes  of  Central 
America  are  to  be  dereloped,  and  Aat  speedily, 
we  cannot  doubt;  our  anxiety  and  duty  is  to 
■se  that  it  shall  be  by  meAods  oonnstent  with  Ae 
rules  of  jostioe,  enlightened  humanity  and  Chris- 
Am  charity.  The  race,  or  rather  combination 
■■d  eowuningliog  of  races,  that  now  possess  it, 
■■•  lacking  in  most  of  Aose  elements  Aat  are 
emential  to  perform  the  task.  Not  one-fifth  of 
As  population  is  of  Ae  white  race.  Two-fifths 
■re  Indians  more  or  less  oiTil'sed  by  contact 
wiA  whites,  and  two  fifths  more— called  Ladanos 
— ate  ot  eombined  races  and  of  Taried  oolw  from 
snam  to  chocolate  hue.  The  pride  still  linger¬ 
ing  wiA  tile  remnant  of  Ae  old  SpaniA  families 
ranges  them  politically  on  Ac  ConserTatiTc  side, 
while  their  carefully  eultirated  patronage  of  Ae 
black  and  Indian  races  alluring  Aem  to  Ae 
MUM  etaadard,  has  seeured  for  the  party  Ae  ejn- 
thet  of  ”  Ssrrile.” 


ooTcr  up  Ae  baseness  of  crashing  feeble  nation¬ 
alities  into  subserrienoo  to  our  selfiA  designs. 
The  bold  assertion  so  recklessly  and  confidently 
uttered,  that  a  weaker  race  by  some  incTiUble 
law  must  giTO  way  before  a  stronger,  is  only 
worthy  of  that  pride  mA  whiA  Borne  approaoh- 
ieg  Ae  seniA  of  her  greatness,  sawifioed  whole 
nations  whom  her  power  oould  Taiquish  to  her 
own  aggrandizement.  It  would  indeed  be  a  mel- 
anoholy  Aonght  Aat  Ae  enterprise  and  energy 
of  our  oonntrymen  eonld  not  puA  ita  way  into 
the  heart  of  Central  America,  wiAout  pronouno- 
ing  the  doom  of  Ae  natire  tribe^  They  haTe 
alraady,  to  a  large  extent,  oonfnted  Ae  charge 
brought  againat  Aem  of  natural  inoapaoity. 
What  they  need  is  Ae  genisl  infloenoe  and  kind 
encouragement  whioh  we  as  a  Christian  people 
are  in  duty  bound  to  afford. 

Undoubtedly  there  are  some  who  are  nowsohem- 
ing  for  Ae  restoration  of  Ae  system  of  slaTory  in 
Central  America.  Their  appetite  for  larger  ter- 
territory  is  fed  by  Ae  hope  Aat  it  would  extend 
Ae  area  of  ”  the  peonliar  institution.”  Bat  a 
sad  day  that  would  be  which  should  announoe 
Ae  re-introduction  of  a  system  whioh  was  a  ol- 
isbed  with  Ae  Tory  inauguration  of  free  inatitu- 
tions  more  Aan  thirty  years  ago.  Central 
America  with  all  her  errors  and  oalamities,  still 
shames  us  by  a  law  Aat  a  sUto  cannot  tread  her

Slayeholdcrs  Aemsdres,  iriio  * 
emigrate  flrem  slaTcry  oommunitiea  to  Ae  ter¬ 
ritories,  frreqnently  adroeate  the  non-introduetica 
of  slaTCS,  as  impeding  Aeir  efforts  after  sreal  A  It 
was  BO  in  California.  Let  Aem  alone  and  they  will 
weak  out  the  problem.  "On  eompnision,”  if  reaaoas 
wore  "at  plenty  u  blackberries,”  they ;  would  not 
regard  Aem,  but  giro  Aem  Ac  free  territory,  in 
whioh  Toluntarily  to  expatiate,  and  Aqf  wOl  im¬ 
bibe  Ae  spirit  <d  freedom.  The  SonAern  membera- 
of  Ac  Cabinet  all  snstain  Ae  President  and  Got. 
Walker  in  Ae  policy  Aey  are  purtaing,  and  Ae 
time  is  not  far  distant  when  the  whole  oontrorersy 
will  be  amicably  settled,  and  Ae  inhabitanta  of 
Kansas  be  permitted  to  pursue  Ac  cljeeta,  for  the 
aooomplishment  of  whiA  a  State  is  organized.  The 
great  body  of  Ae  people  of  this  country  arc  against 
Ae  extension  of  slsTory,  and  Ae  weight  of  that 
sentiment  is  oontinnally  pressing  on  our  aetiTC  and 
our  ooniempiatlTe  population.

The  intelligence  ofrOoT.  March’s  desA  was  re^ 
,  ceived  here  wiA  sorrow.  He  added  muA  to  his 
b  reputation  by  Ae  manner  in  whioh  he  administered 
[  Ae  department  of  State,  generally  filled  by  the 
.  most  eminent  men  in  Ae  country.  From  ^tIi^ 
,  Ae  reputation  of  a  soheming  politldan,  he  passed 
into,  consideration  as  a  profound  statesman.  From 
being  regarded  u  Ae  inventor  of  Ae  odious  "spoils” 
doctrine,  Aat  set  up  for  ule  Ae  effioes  of  the  Gov- 
^  ernment,  he  came  to  be  considered  as  the  liberal 
•  head  of  a  department,  kind  and  forbearing  to  all 
r  whom  he  found  in  office.  Perhaps  a  oonaoiootneH 
B  of  Ae  dignity  of  his  elevation  forbade  Ae  indnl- 
e  genoe  of  a  narrow,  proscriptive  spirit.  But  If  ha 
f  gave  it  no  conntonanoe  among  Ae  clerks  his  da- 
Q  partment,  he  oould  not  arrest  Ae  progress  of  Aa 
oppression  in  oAer  spheres.  While  some  worthleai 
clerks  have  been  justly  removed,  many  worAy  men 
have  been  thrown  out  of  employment,  and  many 
hearts  have  bled  under  Ae  severity  of  power.  Even 
now,  under  Ae  menacing  doctrine  of  "  rotatiou,” 
n  good,  useful  men  are  kept  in  oontinual  alarm,  lest 


That  in  Aa  abolition  of  Ae 
life-tenure  of  Ae  deacon’s  effioe,  we  Aould  have 
a  speoimen  of  Ae  extreme  to  whioh  thia  feel¬ 
ing  can  go  to  aooomplish  its  purpose,  doea  not 
BurpriM  US.  But  it  is  in  Aat  seotarian  and  di- 
Tirive  feeliog  whiA  luw  urged  Ae  innovation 
that  we  find  Ae  ”  radicalism,”  and  N^-York 
Oongregationalism  does  not  bear  alone  Ae  guilt 
of  it.  Undoubtedly  Aere  has  been  at  times  un¬ 
wise  zeal  on  Ae  part  of  Pretbyterians.  Indis- 
oreet  measures  may  have  been  adopted.  Terms 
like  degener,  foreAadowing  Ae  present 

charge  of  Ae  Recorder,  may  have  dropped  from 
lips  given  to  Latin  quotations,  and  may  have 
stung  deeper  than  Aey  will  now,  but  surely  mueh 
of  this,  if  not  justified,  was  palliated,  by  Ae 
avowed  intent  Ae  New  School  Churob,  be¬ 
tween  Old  SAool  aud  Congregationalism,  Aould 
find  itself  betweei^Ae  upper  and  ueAer  millstone. 
The  flint.  Aw  attempted  to  be  orashed,  showed 
that  it  had  fire  in  it  But  those  familiar  in  years 
past  wiA  Ae  pages  of  Ae  Independent,  will  re- 
oall  Ae  fact  that  Ae  spirit  of  its  editorials  was 
more  than  merely  echoed  by  voices  from  Ae 
West,  and  that  suoh  oorrespondenoe  as  that  of 
J.  C.  H.,  was  fitted  to  disgust  not  Presbyteiiaus 
alone,  but  all  who  oherished  Ae  unsectarian  and 
noble  attitude  of  Ae  Congregational  Churqh  of 
New  England.  The  result  that  might  have  been 
The  blow  has  recoiled 


The  Liberal  oauie  sustained 
by  the  msjofity  of  Ae  mixed  races  as  well  as  a 
luge  proportion  of  Ae  whites  has  often  vainly 
strag^sd  to  secure  or  retain  Ae  prepondersnoe, 
and  the  frequent  eollisions  of  the  two  Usuiog  in 
bsueNotions  and  civil  wars  have  fiUed  Ae  land 
wiA  anarchy  and  desolation.  Nothing  is  more 
■vident  than  Ae  utter  unfitness  of  such  a  people 
in  Aeir  present  eondition  to  snstain  an  oiderly 
ttd  systomatio  Government  The  policy  of  Spain, 
previous  to  Ae  period  of  Ae  Bevolution,  (1823) 
was  to  depress  intelleetuti  energy,  and  indi- 
vidual  as  well  as  national  enterprise.  Its  influ- 
snee  was  deeply  felt,  and  Central  Ameriea,  wiA- 
■ut  the  benefits  el  an  educated  population,  with 
few  of  hu  mtizens  saffioiently  enlightened  to  un¬ 
derstand  the  prhieiples  of  fret  institutions,  and  I 
wiA  the  onrse  of  a  bigoted  priesAood  above  and 
beyond  Ais  all,  was  destined  to  add  another 
warning  to  the  oatalogne  whioh  History  hu  re¬ 
corded  of  nations  that  have  fallen  by  their  own 
and  crime.  It  is  estimated  that  not 


to  be  a  slave, 
task  to  reduoe  to  bondage  Ae  luge  proportion  of 
her  oolored  oitizens,  some  of  Aem  oeoupying 
posts  of  power  and  inflaenoe,  and  luge  numbers 
of  Aem  outvieiog  Aeir  white  oountrymen  in  thrift 
and  industry.  Nor  would  Ae  introduotion  of 
slaves  from  abroad  be  an  easy  task.  The  interior 
of  Honduras  at  least  would  be  almost  as  uncon¬ 
genial  to  Aeir  safe  restraint  and  s<cire  retention 
as  the  woods  of  Maine  or  Ae  forests  of  St.  Do- 
miogo.  We  cannot  but  oberisb  Ae  conviotion, 
that  in  Ae  Providenoe  of  God,  A's  vast  region 
within  the  tropics  is  destined  by  laws  which  hu¬ 
man  cupidity  may  vainly  attempt  to  resist  or  re¬ 
peal,  to  beoome  Ae  scene  where  free  and  Chris¬ 
tian  institutions  shall  at  lengA  seoure  a  firm  foot¬ 
hold  But  the  least  hopeful  of  all  meAods  for 
securbg  Ae  result,  is  that  of  enoouraging  inva- 
tiou  from  our  shores.  Let  us  meet  Aem  in  Ae 


expeoted,  hu  followed, 
from  those  at  whom  it  wu  aimed,  aud  the  Con¬ 
gregationalism  of  New  York  is  the  worse  for  it.

IcM  than  four  hundred  individuals  have  within 
little  more  than  twenty-five  yean  held  the  gov- 
ernment — eiAu  by  eleetion  or  frequent  usurpa¬ 
tion — of  the  five  States  of  Central  Ameriea.  No 
fact  oould  exhibit  in  a  more  striking  manner,  the 
insurreetiocaTy  and  voleanio  elements  of  which 
Aey  are  o  imposed. 

Central  America  hu  had  some  noble  patriots, 
some  able  and  sagaoious  statesmen.  Morszan 
who  aqiired  to  reunite  Ae  dismembered  States  in 
a  Centiral  Federal  Government,  and  whose  nc- 
timriy  death  (1842)  wuan  irremediable  loss,  wu 
Ae  WaAugton  of  his  oountry. 


pay  advatce' wages  to  seamen';  but  in  plaoe  of 
Ais  to  add  ten  per  cent,  to  the  wages  earned  by 
those  who  perform  Aeir  oontraota  to  Ae  end  of 
the  voyage  for  wbicb  they  Aipped ;  and  also  to 
keep  Aeir  vessels  supplied  wiA  an  abundance  of 
warm  olotbicg,  which  will  be  furnisbed  the  oiUw 
at  oost.  This  meuure  so  auspioioutly  entered 
upon  will  go  far  to  prevent  Ae  sailor  from  squan¬ 
dering  bis  money,  and  secure  to  him  Aose  com¬ 
forts  so  essential  to  his  physical  well-being  while 
pnrsning  the  voyage.  The  want  of  suitable  oloA- 
ing  bis  been  a  fruitful  eause  of  Ae  a’aming 
mortality  among  Ais  class  of  men. 

Those  who  are  best  qualified  to  judge  of  Ais 
matter,  are  very  sanguine  Aat  Ae  reform  intro¬ 
duced  by  our  shipping  merchants  will  eventuate 
in  great  good.  That  it  will  not  only  save  the 
B  ons  of  the  ocean  from  many  of  the  hidden  rooks 
0  n  whioh ,  in  times  past  large  numbers  havebeen 
shipwreoked ;  but  will  isculoato  habits  of  tem¬ 
po  ranoe  and  frugality  that  will  manifest  Aem- 
selves  in  a  becc  ming  self-rcspeot,  and  in  a  regard 
for  their  superiors  in  (ffice,  and  render  them  ao- 
oessible  to  influenoes  on  shore  whieh  must  con¬ 
duce  to  their  temporal  and  spiritual  advantage. 

We  shall  watch  this  movement  with  great  in¬ 
to  rest,  and  earnestly  hope  Aat  Ae  attempted 
reform  will  remove  Aa  obstaoles  whioh  have  in- 
V  ariably  impeded  all  efforts  to  elevate  eur  seamen. 


gregaticualism  in  Au  city.  "  Facts  are  multi¬ 
plying” — so  it  proceeds  to  say — "  to  show  Aat 
the  Congregationalism  of  New-York  is  quite  dis- 
tinot  from  Aat  of  New- England,  in  its  having 
adopted  some  elements  of  radicalism  which  are 
here  rejected.”  The  Recorder  expresses  its  re¬ 
gret  for  Ae  faet,  on  Ae  ground  of  its  results  in 
repelling  from  the  Congregational  ohurohes  and 
throwing  into  Ae  Presbyterian  ranks,  many  New- 
England  people. 

We  can  eoaroely  sympathise  with  the  Recorder 
in  its  expressions  of  regret  on  these  grounds, 
and  we  are  inclined  to  think  Aat  it  somewhat 
over  estimates  Ae  inflaenoe  in  Ais  direotion  of 
"Ae  radicalism  of  New-York  Congregational¬ 
ism.”  The  fact  is,  that  large  numbers  of  Ae 
ministry  and  members  of  Ae  Presbyterian  Churob 
in  Ais  oity  are  of  New- England  birth  or  lineage, 
and  of  Aeir  own  free  choioe  have  oonneoted 
themselves  wiA  it  Repeatedly  have  Aey  been 
Ae  leaders  in  the  work  of  Churob  organization, 
and  wiAout  the  least  traces  of  sectarian  feeling, 
have  adopted  the  form  and  discipline  of  Ae  Pres¬ 
byterian  Churob.  They  have  felt,  Aat,  all  Aings 
ooniidered,  this  wes  Ae  wiser  oourse,  nor  did  I 
Aey  for  onoe  imagine  that  in  adopting  it,  they 
estranged  themselves  from  Ae  principles  or  sym¬ 
pathies  of  their  earlier  assooiations.  They  found 
in  Ae  Presbyterian  Chureh  that  very  principle 
whieh  the  Recorder  aroribrs  to  Congregational¬ 
ism  when  it  asserts  that  "  Ae  Congregational 
•ystem  is  one  in  whioh  the  principle  of  the  oom- 
munion  of  ohurohes  meets  and  modifies,  or  lim¬ 
its  that  of  the  independenoy  of  Ae  ohurebes.

It  has  boon  taken,  we  are  to  pre¬ 
sume  wiA  no  seotarian  or  divisive  polioy,  but  un¬ 
der  the  conviotion,  Aat  the  osuse  of  Christ  in  its 
eonneotion  might  be  beat  promoted  boA  at  home 
and  abroad,  by  a  missionary  organization  imme¬

such  conditions.  And  then  most  vUitors  drink  in- 
dUcrimlnately  of  the  wafrn,  ignorant  of  their  re¬ 
spective  properties,  or  regardless  of  the fr  effects. 
Nbone  should  come  to  fiaratoga  to  be  availed  of  its 
curative  virtues,  without  first  seeking  sound  medi¬ 
cal  advice.  These  waters  have  too  much  power  to 
be  trifled  with.  The  numerous  fountains  possess 
various  medicinal  properties,  adapted  to  almost  all 
kinds  of  diseases,  and  when  judiciously  used  they 
often  answer  a  far  better  purpose  than  any  artifi¬ 
cially  compounded  medicines ;  but  when  indiscrim¬ 
inately  gulped  down  regardless  of  time,  q  lantity, 
or  the  state  of  the  system,  they  of  course  injure 
rather  than  benefit.  Many  make  trial  of  them  for 
a  week  or  two,  and  because  their  system  is  dis¬ 
turbed,  or  they  are  not  cured,  hastily  conclude 
there  is  no  virtue  in  them,  and  leave  disgusted,  or 
abandon  the  use  of  them.  Others  are  too  intol¬ 
erably  indolent  to  take  the  requisite  amount  of 
exercise;  they  rather  indulge  in  sleep  than  rise 
early  and  visit  the  springs ;  when  they  go  out  they

we  seemed  to  be  looking  on  an  expanse  almost 
boundless,  indnding  the  most  distant  of  the  snowy 
heights  of  Lebanon  and  Hermon,  with  a  glorious 
stretch  of  forested  hills,  valleys,  and  plains  on  every 
side  except  the  West,  where  the  horzon  descended 
to  the  blue  waves.  Just  along  the  Northern  wall 
yawns  a  frightfiil  chasm,  1,500  feet  In  depth,  called 
Wady  Temaa,  and  what  seemed  to  add  a  still  wider 
and  more  savage  air  to  this  gorge  was  a  solemn  death¬ 
like  stillness  along  its  whole  extent,  as  if  even  the 
beasts  of  the  field  shunned  it.  This  castle  of  Shemaa 
evidently  occupies  the  site  of  a  former  similar  and 
very  ancient  structure,  and  our  guide  showed  us 
from  where  we  stood  a  really  amazing  number  of 
ruins  on  nearly  every  hill-top,  some  also  with  Bibli¬ 
cal  names,  just  what  we  were  looking  for,  while 
others  had  titles  of  their  own  which  it  would  be 
hopeless  to  try  putting  into  E  oglish.  We  could  also 
asilsy  distinguish  the  village  which  was  our  destin¬ 
ation  for  the  night,  lying  due  South  u  it  were,  only 
two  miles  off,  but  on  leaving  the  castle  we  had  to 
make  a  very  long  detour  to  the  East,  to  get  round 
the  head  of  one  of  those  gorges  which,  like  Wady 
Temaa,  on  account  of  their  depth  and  narrowness  do 
not  appear  till  yon  are  near  their  very  brink. 

A''ter  a  farther  ride  of  half  an  hour  through  a 
deserted  tract  we  descended  into  a  long  valley  whose 
tedious  windings  we  followed  so  far  to  the  East  that 
we  began  to  fear  night  would  overtake  us,  as  we 
knew  we  had  to  go  all  the  way  back  in  the  same 
direction,  when  suddenly  the  path  turned  up  the 
Southern  slope,  running  into  dense  thickets  of  stout 
bushes  and  obstinate  briers  through  which  we  often 
had  the  greatest  difficulty  to  tear  our  way.  After 
a  short  ascent  followed  a  descent,  when  we  found 
ourselves  entering  a  most  beautiful  and  charming 
valley  running  Westward.  The  hills  on  both  sides 
stretched  away  in  gentle  slopes,  their  tops  crowned 
with  the  dark  foliage  of  oak,  and  along  their  sides 
sweeping  in  long  curvet,  were  rich  lawns  of  the 
brightest  green,  while  at  the  bottom  of  the  vale  lay 
I  a  little  plain  waving  with  scarce  ripened  grain  or 
'  mantled  with  flowers.  Here,  as  elsewhere,  during 
our  day’s  ride,  we  had  great  quantities  of  a  tall 
thorny  bush  which  was  covered  with  a  profusion  of 
yellow  flowers,  whose  fragrance  is  peculiarly  re¬ 
freshing  and  is  much  oelebrated  in  Arab  poetry. 
The  sun  was  now  sinking  slowly  in  the  West,  caus¬ 
ing  the  hills  and  trees  to  lengthen  their  shadows  on 
the  emerald  carpet  underneath,  which  on  that  ac¬ 
count  oft  seemed  to  be  gathered  into  folds.  Shortly 
;  after  entering  this  valley,  we  came  to  another  large 
I  ruin  called  Terreen,  whose  weather  eaten  stones  lay 
•  scattered  wide,  like  dry  bones  over  the  hill- sides. 

I  J ast  by  the  road,  half  hid  among  the  oaks,  were  the 
rains  of  a  small  but  beautiful  Grecian  temple,  which 
if  time  had  permitted,  we  would  have  wished  to 
sketch. 

We  confess  to  have  often  experienced  a  feeling 
akin  to  incredulous  surprise  on  reading  <n  the  Bible 
of  the  multitude  of  walled  cities  and  towns,  all 
within  a  space  scarce  exceeding  one  of  our  counties, 
and  the  acesuntsof  Josephus  on  the  populousness  of 
Gsli'oe  we  were  ready  to  set  down  as  oriental  hy¬ 
perbole.  But  here  before  our  eyes  uere  proofs  which 
we  could  neither  take  with  grains  of  allowance  nor 
mistify  with  hypotheses.  During  several  days  sub¬ 
sequent  stay  in  these  regions,  often  when  wandering 
about  after  game,  we  would  come  upon  one  vener- 
ab’e  ruin  after  another,  where  dwell  now  naught 
save  partridges,  gazelles  or  jackals.  Another  curious 
feature  is  the  immense  number  of  cisterns  which  the 
pedestrian  must  ever  be  on  his  guard  to  shun.  As 
from  the  geological  formation  of  the  greater  part  of 
Galilee,  few  fountains  are  to  be  found  the  inhabit¬ 
ants  were  compelled  to  rely  on  these  cisterns  for 
themselves  and  their  flocks,  and  cf  all  structures 
these  rock  hewn  cisterns,  protected  from  the  potent 
destructiveness  of  the  seasons,  will  last  the  longest. 
Many  images  and  illustrations  are  drawn  from  them 
in  Sacred  Writ,  and  the  great  majority  of  these  have 
for  centuries  served  to  Illustrate  the  characters  of 
those  who  seemingly  sound  and  lasting,  yet  are  as 
broken  cisterns  which  will  hold  no  water.

quoting  with  great  facility  proof  texts  of  Scripture 
and  Nature’s  teachings,  and  the  skill  with  which 
they  defended  them  from  the  assaults  of  a  false  the- 
ol(^  on  the  one  hand,  and  a  false  philosophy  on 
the  other,  are  matters  of  as  just  praise  to  t^e  young 
men,  as  they  are  evincive  of  the  soundness  in  ”  the 
Faith”  and  the  skill  of  their  Instruetors. 

In  a  word,  our  most  sanguine  hopes  have  been 
more  than  realized  in  the  results  of  the  examina¬ 
tion.  We  ceruinly  have  cause  for  congratulation 
and  thanksgiving,  that  the  Educatimi  of  our  young 
men  for  the  gospel  ministry  has  fallen  into  the  hands 
of  such  Professors,  and  that  such  a  class  of 
men  are  in  tndnlng  to  go  forth  to  build  up,  beautify 
and  defend  the  walls  of  our  Zion. 

In  conclusion,  your  Oommittee,  in  this  Examina¬ 
tion,  found  abundant  occasion  to  congratulate  the 
Boards  and  the  Ohnrches  upon  the  propitious  con¬ 
dition  in  which  the  Providence  of  God  has  placed 
our  beloved  Seminary  at  the  close  of  ,this  second 
year  of  its  Re-organization. 


These  are  nine  in  number: — Skeneateles,  Owasco, 
Oayuga,  Seneca,  Crooked,  (called  Ke-n  ka  in  the 
Indian  tongue,)  Oanandaigua,  Honeoye,  Hemlock, 
and  Oonesus  lakes.  These  all  lie  in  a  North  and 
South  direction ;  and  the  waters  of  them  all  flow 
Northward,  and  through  Seneca  and  Oiwego  rivers, 
and  the  Genesee  river,  find  their  way  to  Lake 
Ontario. 

To  the  Northward  of  the  middle  tier,  there  is  an¬ 
other  range  of  counties,  still.  Within  their  limits 
the  face  of  the  land  is  almost  level,  or  only  slightly 
undulating.  It  is  a  region  of  large  fertility,  and  the 
amount  annually  of  its  agricultural  productions,  is 
naturally  very  great.  It  contains  very  many  ex¬ 
cellent  and  valuable  farms,  in  a  state  of  thorough 
cultivation. 

Of  the  lakes  in  Western  New  Tork,  I  believe  that 
the  Seneca  is  generally  considered  the  most  beanti- 
ful.  Of  the  large  valleys,  that  of  the  Oanisteo  river 
is,  perhaps,  the  most  romantic,  and  that  of  the  Gen¬ 
esee  river  the  most  lovely  and  attractive. 

Of  waterfalls,  of  course  Niagara,  on  the  Western 
border,  is  by  far  the  largest  and  moat  magnificent. 
Taghkanic  Falls,  however,  near  Trumanabnrg,  and 
a  number  of  other  falls  and  cascades  in  this  region, 
that  as  yet  are  but  little  known  abroad,  are  very 
beantifol. 

Geneva  is  by  many  regarded  as  the  handsomest 
village  in  Western  New  York,  although  there  are 
several  others  of  kindred  and  perhaps  equal  beauty. 
At  Portage,  in  Genesee  county,  are  to  be  found  ob¬ 
jects  of  interest  both  in  nature  and  in  art.  The 
springs  at  Avon  have  already  become  quite  oele¬ 
brated. 

Familiar  with  the  scoiery  of  Western  New  Tork 
from  my  earliest  childhoi^,  I  have  looked  upon 
many  prospects  of  rare  and  picturesque  beauty, 
which  the  poet’s  verse  has  never  sung,  nor  the 
painter’s  pendl  ever  delineated.  Yet  none  the  leas 
truly  beautiful  appear  the  pillared  groves  and  the 
fragrant  meadow,  and  the  sheen  of  silver  stream 
and  gleaming  lake.  Of  impressive  grandeur  seem 
the  bold,  confronting  hills,  kneeling  down  beside  the 
valleys  over  which  they  cast  their  long  shadows, 
with  their  far  off  tops  girt  round  with  lofty  forest 
trees.  And  a  pleasant  music  is  in  the  melody  of  the 
singing  birds,  in  the  low,  soft  monotone  of  tilie  pine 
trees,  and  the  murmur  of  the  falling  waters. 


of  five  miles. 

Table  Rock,  though  the  view  over  the  level  coun¬ 
try  of  South  Oarolina  is  far  more  extensive.  The 
various  points  visible  from  this  peak  are  nearly  the 
same  as  those  seen  from  its  opposite  rival.  The 
sublimity  of  tho  prospect  from  its  summit  abun¬ 
dantly  repaid  us,  however,  for  our  wearisome  as¬ 
cent. 

Traveling  on  over  the  ridge  of  the  Saluda  Moun¬ 
tains,  of  which  Omiar’s  Head  is  the  crowning  peak, 
we  passed  into  North  Oarolina  for  a  few  miles,  and 
paid  a  short  visit  to  ”  Cedar  Mountain,”  a  little 
peak  shooting  above  the  ridge,  from  which  could 
be  plainly  seen  the  Balsam  Mountain,  thirty  miles 
to  the  West,  the  lofty  peaks  of  the  Black  Moun¬ 
tain,  (which  are  the  highest  East  of  the  Mississippi 
River)  and  the  Pigeon  Mountains,  which  divide 
Tennessee  and  North  Oarolina. 

Near  this  peak  are  the  Falls  of  Little  River,  one 
of  which  measures  thirty  feet,  and  the  other  one 
hundred  and  fifty  feet  in  height.  We  spent  a  few 
hours  most  agreeably  in  rambling  about  this  ro 
mantic  spot.  The  road  from  Oedar  Mountain  to 
Ashville  runs  along  the  beautiful  and  fertile  valley 
of  the  French  Broad  River,  which  in  the  early 
Summer,  when  the  foliage  is  fresh,  is  said  to  pre¬ 
sent  some  most  delightful  scenery. 

Thus  have  we  spent  a  week  in  climbing  moun¬ 
tains— a  pastime  which  we  can  confidently  recom¬ 
mend  to  all  who  are  afflicted  with  weak  lungs.  We 
have  found  this  exercise  far  better  than  all  the  pa¬ 
tent  medicines  that  ever  were  invented.  As  yet, 
however,  we  have  but  learned  the  rudiments  of  this 
bu  iness,  and  next  week  we  intend  to  have  some 
earnest  tugging  up  to  the  highest  peaks  East  of  the 
Rocky  Mountains,  of  which  your  readers  shall  hear 
hereMter.  Meanwhile,  we  remain  as  ever.

Messrs.  Editors  Our  lut  letter  to  you  firom 
Tullulub  Fulls,  Gu.,  wu  not  more  tbui  completed 
wben  we  were  making  our  preparations  to  start 
for  the  mountains  of  South  Carolina.  We  were 
hardly  out  of  sight  of  our  rustic  hotel  at  the  foot  of 
Tallulah  Mountain,  before  we  came  full  in  view  of 
the  Tugaloo  River,  which  divides  Georgia  from 
South  Carolina.  Winding  along  in  the  valley  be¬ 
neath,  now  glancing  in  the  sunlight,  and  now  hiding 
itaelf  behind  the  dense  forest,  it  seemed  alternately 
to  invite  us  to  another  glad  step  homeward,  and 
then  again  to  condemn  us  to  a  lingering  exile.  Af¬ 
ter  journeying  for  several  miles  in  feverish  anxiety 
to  cross  the  stream,  we  at  length  found  ourselves 
in  South  Carolina,  with  the  grand  scenery  of  tho 
Tallulah  feding  away  in  the  distance.  A  day’s 
ride  of  forty-two  miles  (a  fair  ride,  you  will  think, 
for  an  invalid  minister  upon  a  hard-trotting  horse,) 
brought  us  to  Pickens  Court  House.  We  were 
sgreeably  struck  with  the  contrast  between  the 
fine  fertile  farms  in  the  Tugaioo  valley  and  the 
desolate  agricultural  districts  of  Middle  Georgia 
Indeed,  from  the  Tngaloo  valley  through  tho  valley 
of  the  Savannah  River,  the  land  is  generally  in  an 
excellent  state  of  cultivation.  For  about  a  day  we 
traveled  through  a  comparatively  level  country, 
with  scarce  a  mountain  in  sight.  We  were  not 
long,  however,  contented  with  the  dull  monotony 
of  which  we  had  a  full  experience  in  Florida  and 
lower  Georgia ;  and  saddling  our  horse,  wo  gladly 
left  Pickens  on  Tuesday  morning  last,  and  before 
the  day  was  gone,  found  onrselves  in  sight  of  the 
grand  mountain  peaks  of  which  we  ahall  presently 
speak.

FOREIGN  INTELLIGENCE. 

Iron  Churches  in  London. — The  recent  ereotioB 
of  iron  churches  in  the  city  of  London,  to  meet  the 
deficiency  in  verions  districts  of  church  accommo- 
dalion,  is  one  of  the  great  mechanical  noveltlea  of 
the  age.  It  would  appear,  from  a  correct  survey  of 
the  metropolitan  districts  recently  made,  that  up¬ 
wards  of  ICO  churches  are  needed  to  supply  the  ne¬ 
cessities  of  the  case  in  London,  the  population  of 
which  is  increasing  at  the  rate  of  45,000  a  year. 
To  erect  chnrobes  on  the  ordinary  principle,  by 
the  aid  of  the  architect,  the  mason,  the  bricklayer, 
tc.,  is  a  slow  and  expensive  operation ;  and  it  hae 
been  found  in  most  districts  that  to  raise  several 
thousand  dollars  for  the  purpose  of  erecting  k 
church  of  fine  architectnral  proportions  is  generally 
the  work  of  many  months,  if  not  years ;  whilst  to 
collect  95000  or  so  for  the  immediate  construction 
of  a  building  suitable  for  Divine  worship  is  a  com¬ 
paratively  easy  task.  The  erection  of  an  iron 
church,  large  eneogh  to  accommodate  from  750  to 
1000  person!,  can  now  be  accjmplithed  within  alz 
or  seven  weeks,  at  a  cost  of  from  $7.50  to  910  per 
sittiog. 

Five  iron  churches  have  been  erected  in  the  me¬ 
tropolis,  which  have  folly  answered  their  purpoee. 
In  describing  one,  the  Holloway  ehnrch,  the  public 
will  have  a  tolerably  clear  conception  of  what  the 
iron  churches  are.  This  church  cost  9^000,  and  le 
.  capable  of  seating  700  people.  It  wu  built  in  Art

it — forest,  dale  and  meadow  sweetly  mingling  and 
blending  their  natural  and  artistic  beauty.  The 
scene  never  tires.  Several  times  a  day  I  frequent 
it,  but  it  loses  none  of  its  attraction.  And  I  have 
not  named  to  you,  by  way  of  temptation,  a  ride  to 
Saratoga  Lake,  four  miles  distant,  a  beautiful  sheet 
of  water,  reposing  so  quietly  among  the  green  hills, 
where  in  piscatory  sport,  or  in  sauntering  leisurely 
abont  the  tuteful  and  lovely  grounds  attached  to 
the  “  Lake  House,”  the  visitor  may  spend  many  a 
pleasant  day,  and  return  at  ni^ht  with  a  keen  an* 
petite  and  with  an  invigorated  frame.  And  when 
he  tires  of  this,  let  the  visitor  extend  bis  ride  to 
the  old  battle  ground,  where  one  of  the  signal  vie- 
Uniea  of  our  Revolutionary  warfare  was  achieved, 
and  there  ruminate  on  the  past,  and  drop  a  pat¬ 
riotic  tear  upon  the  degeneracy  of  the  times.

«  He  was  despUed  and  rfjectod  of  men,”  found  him 
absolutely  sobbing.  “I  have  heard  it  reUted,” 
says  Shield,  “  that  when  Handel’s  servant  used  to 
hrtog  him  his  chocolate  in  the  morning,  be  often 
stood  with  silent  astonishment  to  see  his  master’s 
tears  mixing  with  the  ink  as  he  penned  his  divine 
notes.”  The  motion  of  his  pen,  rapid  as  it  was, 
ooald  not  keep  up  with  the  rapidity  of  his  concep¬ 
tion.  His  Ml^.  were  written  with  such  impetuos¬ 
ity,  that  they  are  difficult  to  read.  The  mechani¬ 
cal  power  of  the  hand  was  not  sufficient  for  the 
current  of  ideas  which  flowed  from  that  volcanic 
brain.  M ..  V.  Novello,  the  learned  publisher,  who 
soemn  to  have  well  studied  the  MSS.  at  the  FitZ' 
wQliam  Museum,  seeing  a  page  on  which  the  sand 
Is  still  upon  the  ink  at  the  top  as  at  the  bottom  of 
the  page,  left  in  the  book  the  following  observation : 

**  Observe  the  speed  with  which  Handel  wrote.  The 
whole  of  this  page  is  spotted  with  sand,  and,  conse¬ 
quently,  must  have  all  been  wet  at  the  same  time.” 

Spuxgkon  Jumior — The  Rev.  J.  A.  Spurgecn, 
younger  brother  of  the  famed  Spurgeon,  appeared 
in  Boston  on  a  recent  Sabbath.  He  preached  two 
sermons  in  the  Corn  Exchange  Hall,  on  behalf  of 
the  Zion  Chapel,  West  street.  At  the  morning 
service  the  immense  hall  was  crowded  to  excess, 
and  on  the  preacher  making  his  appiarance  a  sens 

of  surprise  at  Us  youthful  appea’ance  seemed 
to  pervade  the  audie  oe.  His  age  is  said  to  be  sev¬ 
enteen  years.  He  took  the  text  of  his  sermon  from 
the  1  John  ill.  1, 2.  His  distinct  utterance,  flaency 
of  speech,  and  eamestneu  of  soul,  together  with 
tke  graciful  ease  and  dignity  of  all  his  movements, 
are  qualifications  calculated  to  excite  an  extraordi 
nary  amount  of  interest  in  favor  of  a  preacher  of 
his  early  years.  The  younger  Spurgeon’s  style  of 
qieaklng  possesses  nothing  in  common  with  that  of 
(j  his  brother,  but  in  command  of  language  and  the 
choice  of  words  he  is,  though  but  still  a  student, 
at  the  very  least  equal  to  his  brother. 

Lincolnshire  Times. 

Tux  Bishop  of  Lincoln,  in  his  lecent  address  to 
the  Lincoln  Diocesan  Architectural  Society,  is  re¬ 
ported  to  have  said  that  we  wanted  “  a  new  style 
cl  architecture,  d  ff^rent  from  that  of  the  middle 
ages,  or  that  of  Greece  and  Rome.  All  art  to  be 
true  must  be  founded  on  utility,  must  be  adapted  to 
meet  the  wants  of  its  own  times.  The  art  of  the 
tnUdiA  ages,  the  art  that  raised  out  mediaevai 
churches,  was  true,  because  then  the  common  peo¬ 
ple  joined  in  worship  more  by  the  eye  than  the  ear, 
and  it  was  adapted  to  that  condition  of  things.  But 
in  our  Protestant  chutebes  we  have  discarded  many 
of  their  observances,  and  with  them  we  should  dis¬ 
card  also  their  forms  and  mouldings  and  methods  of 
ornamentation.  Their  rood  screens,  and|side  altars, 
and  mortuary  chapels,  and  niches  for  images,  were 
then  necessary,  and  therefore  beautiful.  But  now 
they  are  unreal,  and  therefore  inartistic.  And  now 
we  need  a  style  of  architecture  adapted  to  our  mod¬ 
em  English  wants.  One  of  these  wants  is  connect¬ 
ed  with  the  style  of  our  churches.  *  *  *  We 
long  to  see  a  style  of  architecture  adapted  to  our 
own  country,  and  capable  of  accommodating  those 
great  congregations  which  we  long  to  see  assem¬ 
bled.”

pj  r*.  It  has  been  resolved  by  the  committee 
lad  governors  that  the  most  suitable  mode  of  com¬ 
memorating  the  centenary  would  be  to  enlarge  the 
present  building  so  as  to  provide  accommodation 
for  400  orphan  children,  instead  of  240,  for  which 
it  was  originally  intended,  and  to  do  this,  and  to 
provide  for  their  maintenanoe,  clothing  and  educa¬ 
tion,  a  sum  of  at  least  25,9001.  will  bo  required,  to¬ 
wards  which  considerable  contribations  have  been 
already  made.  On  the  ooeaaion  of  the  present  meet¬ 
ing,  the  whole  of  the  children  were  present,  and 
the  proceedings  were  commenced  by  their  singing 
a  hymn.  They  were  then  examined  In  arithmetic, 
geography,  grammar,  the  Scriptures,  history,  &c., 
by  Mr.  Fitch,  of  the  Borough-road  schools,  and  ac¬ 
quitted  themselves  very  satisfactorily.  Specimens 
of  the  drawings,  work,  Ac.,  of  the  children  were  ex¬ 
hibited,  which  showed  much  proficiency. 

Cardinal  Wiseman,  in  a  pastoral  just  issued  to 
the  several  Roman  Catholic  congregations  in  Lon 
don,  annonnees,  that  within  the  last  twelve  months 
no  less  than  seven  religions  edifices  have  been  opened 
in  his  diocese,  and  others  are  now  in  course  of  build¬ 
ing.  Amongst  other  institutiems  founded  has  been 
a  hospital,  presided  over  by  the  Sisters  of  Charity 
who  serv^  in  the  East  during  the  late  war.  The 
Roman  Catholics  have  Utely  bought  a  piece  of 
ground  at  the  end  of  Charles  street,  Drury  lane, 
which  for  some  years  past  has  been  vacant,  on  which 
It  is  intended  to  erect  a  bnilding  for  schools,  which 
will  be  called  The  Schools  of  Compassion.”  Tl  e 
cost  of  its  erection,  it  is  stated,  will  be  upwards  of 
£10,000. 

Some  Months  ago,  several  gentlemen  in  the  town 
and  county  of  Leicester  offered  prizes  for  essays  on 
the  evils  of  Sunday  amusements,  to  bo  written  by 
inhabitants  of  Leicester.  No  fewer  than  sixty  per¬ 
sons  responded  to  the  invitation,  and  on  Wednes¬ 
day  se’nnigbt  a  meeting  was  held  in  the  Temperance 
Hall,  for  the  distribution  of  the  prizes.  The  hsll 
wss  filled,  with  the  exception  of  the  back  gallery, 
and  there  could  hardly  have  been  fewer  than  1,200 
persons  present.  George  Finch,  Esq ,  was  called  to 
the  chair.  The  adjudicators  had  chosen  four  essays 
for  publication.  Mr.  Fmch  bad  expressed  his  par¬ 
ticular  desire  that  one  other  should  be  printed,  with 
an  offer  to  contribute  to  its  publication,  and  as  the 
other  adjudicators  were  quite  willing  that  this 
should  be  done,  the  five  essays  bad  been  put  into 
the  hands  of  the  R»-v.  J.  Owen,  Vicar  of  Thrussing- 
ton,  to  prepare  for  the  press.  Also  the  Rev.  J. 
Owen  was  desirous  that  one  of  the  essays  in  the 
third  clsss  should  not  be  passed  over  without  some 
public  mark  of  approval ;  he,  therefore,  had  him¬ 
self  given  a  third  prize  of  21.  to  this  class.  The 
prizes  were  distributed,  the  first  general  prize  of 
301.  being  adjudged  to  Mr.  John  Brooks,  town  mis¬ 
sionary.  The  seeond  prize  in  the  first  class  (251 ) 
to  Joseph  Needham,  a  meohanic  in  muddle  life,  and 
a  Wesleyan.  The  third  general  prze  (201.)  to  Mr. 
Henry  Iken,  member  of  the  Church  of  England ; 
and  the  fmrth  (101.)  was  awarded  to  Florence  Grif¬ 
fin,  stated  to  be  a  tradesman’s  daughter,  and  a 
teacher  in  Christ  church  Sunday  School.  The 
chair  can  next  proceeded  to  award  the  prizes  to 
particular  classes.  The  adjudicators  were  the  Rev. 
J.  Owen,  the  Rev.  R.  W.  McAll,  R.  Harris,  Esq , 
and  G.  Finch,  E^q. 

The  Dublin  Mail  announces  the  discovery  of 
the  murderer  of  Mr.  Little.  After  several  weeks 
spent  in  a  bootless  inquiry,  now,  after  the  lapse  of 
six  months,  the  murder  having  been  cemmitted  so 
far  back  as  the  13ih  of  November,  an  arrest  has 
been  made,  and  one  person,  at  all  events,  a  painter 
named  Spollen,  stands  charged  with  perpetrating 
that  atrocious  murder.  The  evidence  upon  which 
Spollen  was  arrested  was  that  of  his  own  wife, 
which,  being  illegal,  will  require  other  evidence  to 
sustain  the  charge.  Spollen  was  employed,  it  ap¬ 
pears,  as  a  painter  in  the  office  of  the  Midland  Rail¬ 
way,  and  his  wife’s  information  is  to  this  effect : 
She  swears  that  Spollen  painted  Mr.  Little’s  room 
a  few  days  before  the  murder.  She  declares  that 
on  the  night  of  the  murder  Spollen  returned  to  his 
residence  about  eight  o’clock,  biinging  a  quantity 
of  gold  and  silver  ;  that  he  told  her  it  was  Little’* 
money,  and  that  be  had  killed  him.  She  saw  him 
burn  a  pocket-book  and  also  bis  cravat ;  that  she 
saw  him  cover  with  paint  the  bloodstains  on  his 
clothes,  and  that  he  told  her  ho  had  made  his  es¬ 
cape  through  the  roof  after  cemmitting  the  mur^ 
der.  She  assisted  to  conceal  the  money,  and  she 
further  slated  that  the  bag  of  silver  found  was  Spol 
len’s,  and  the  bag  wss  placed  in  the  trunk  by  Spol 
Ion  ;  that  the  hammer  found  was  Spollen’s,  and  she 
believed  the  razor  also,  as  he  appeared  very  nervous 
the  day  it  was  found,  and  said  he  bad  thrown  it  in 
with  the  case  on,  and  if  the  case  were  discovered  it 
would  no  doubt  be  identified.  She  further  stated 
that  she  knew  where  the  money  was  concealed,  and 
would  show  the  police  the  place.  Accordingly  Su 
perintendent  Guy  accompanied  the  woman,  and 
found  between  two  walls,  within  the  precincts  of 
the  railway  terminus,  a  large  portion  of  the  missing 
money,  consisting  of  gold,  bank-notes  and  silver. 
The  notes,  from  the  damp,  were  nearly  destroyed. 

Pulpit  Services.— Deacon  Robert  Sheriff,  of 
Greenock,  Scotland,  has  resigned  his  connection 
with  the  Free  West  church  of  that  city,  for  the  rea 
son  that  he  dees  not  like  to  have  sermons  preached, 
prayers  offered,  &o ,  but  thinks  the  entire  service 
ought  to  be  devoted  to  the  reading  of  the  Bible.

In  our  brief  life  we  are  often  mnlnded  that  ”  God’s 
judgments  are  unsearchable,  and  His  ways  past  Hading 
out.”

Bea.  Stiles  was  bom  in  Massachusetts ;  resid  jig  about 
30  years  in  Amsterdam,  N.  Y.,  where  be  made  a  public 
profession  of  religion,  and  was  for  many  years  an  elder 
in  the  Presbyterian  Church.  Subsequently  he  resided 
12  years  in  Coldwater,  Michigan,  where  he  was  also  an 
elder  in  the  church,  and  by  his  efficiency  and  consistent 
piety,  contributed  much  to  the  promotion  of  religion. 
In  1848  he  removed  to  Elgin,  Ills.,  and  joined  the  Con¬ 
gregational  Church,  in  which  he  was  an  active  member 
aud  efficient  helper.  He  preferred  the  polity  of  the 
Presby  .«rian  Church,  and  when  a  church  of  that  order 
was  organized  in  Elgin,  he  united  with  it,  and  was 
chosen  one  of  its  elders.  Though  a  Presbyterian,  he 
was  not  so  dentminational  in  his  views  and  feelings, 
bat  he  could  unite  heartily  with  all  Christians,  in  efforts 
to  promote  the  cause  of  Christ.  He  was  greatly  blessed, 
and  ve.y  useful  in  a  revival  of  religion  in  progress  in 
the  Congregational  Church  a  few  months  previous  to 
his  death.  By  his  prayerful  and  exemplary  life,  and 
by  his  expressions  of  trust  in  the  Redeemer,  in  his  last 
sickness,  be  gave  consoling  evidence,  that  “  for  him  to 
die  was  gain.” 


In  Honnsfield,  May  29ih,  of  eonsamption,  at  the  resi¬ 
dence  of  his  father-in-law,  Mr.  Amos  Moore,  Mr.  John 
Alexa.vder,  aged  42  years. 

Mr.  Alexander  had  been  for  twenty  years  a  resident 
of  Watertown,  N.  Y.,  where  he  adorned  the  Christian 
profession  which  be  made  at  the  age  of  sixte  n,  by  an 
example  of  nntiring  activity  in  his  Master’s  cause.  He 
left  three  motherless  children,  who  are  now  orphans  in¬ 
deed,  to  mourn  bis  loss.  But  his  end  was  peace 
“  Blessed  are  the  dead  who  die  in  the  Lord.’’

WilliamB  College. 

Bie  Senior  exsmination  at  Williams  College 
gfcsed  on  Wednesday,  July  8ih.

Harietta  College. 

The  nineteenth  Commencement  exerdses  of  this 
lostitntioD  totk  place  on  the  2d  inat.^The  gr^ 
*^ii5tfa)g'3aiisnnmtered  uxteen ;  five  of  thorn  sons  of 
dorgjmcn.  Seveid  have  the  ministry  in  view. 
I'lom  the  charseter  of  their  peifotmancci  on  the 
Oommencement  stage,  it  is  hoped  that  they  will  act 
well  their  parts  on  ito  stage  of  life.  Some  of  tho 
most  talented  in  the  data  were  converted  during 
their  odlrgiate  course.  The  prospects  are  fair  for 
an  usnscally  large  Fieshman  dsss. 

Hsny  of  your  readers  are  aware  that  Marietta  is 
the  oldest  lettied  town  in  Ohio.  In  tho  Spring  of 
1788,  there  could  have  been  seen  floating  down  the 
winding  Ohio,  a  (nail  band  of  New  England  peo¬ 
ple,  not  knowirg  where  Providence  might  Iccate 
them.  They  rested  on  tho  spot  which  is  now  Ma¬ 
rietta,  named  after  Marie  Antoinette.  Here  Ohiis- 
lian  men  and  wemen  laid  the  fonndations  of  that 
beautiful  and  prosperous  town  which  is  an  honor  to 
our  Stale.  The  appearance  of  the  town  and  its 
moral  atmospheio  xtmind  one  of  a  New  England 
oosnmunity. 

In  the  Winter  c!  1834  and  1835,  a  diaiter  for  a 
College  was  obtdned.  Like  all  new  institutions  in 
a  new  country,  this  Ooilege  met  with  diffionlties. 
It  WM  so  ordered,  however,  that  this  insUtution 
Aonld  be  under  the  immediate  eye  of  noble  and  be¬ 
nevolent  men.  The  prayers  and  counsels  and  oon- 
tributions  ot  the  citiaens  of  Marietta  have  kept  this 
OoUfge  frem  unking  down,  SI  have  many  new  in 
BtUntions,  to  a  mere  nominal  existence.  The  So- 
fllety  for  aiding  Western  Colleges  has  furnished  im¬ 
portant  aid.  There  is  now  needed,  to  place  this 
Ooilege  beyond  the  tear  of  want,  90O,COO.  One  of 
the  Trustees,  in  addition  to  several  thouiand  al¬ 
ready  contributed,  hu  generously  offered  to  give 
920, COO  towaid  the  endowment.  It  is  hoped  that 
the  friends  of  education,  both  in  the  East  and  the 
West,  will  promptly  make  np  the  remaining  $30,- 
000. 

In  eonohudoD,  let  me  tsy  to  your  readers,  ouft 
MeurUtta.  U  they  wish  to  stand  upon  a  lovely  spot, 
let  them  ollmb  those  giacefol  hills,  gaze  at  those 
windiBg  livers,  glance  the  eye  np  (those  chaiming 
■topes;  and,  with  the  soenery  of  New  England 
fresh  in  mind,  they  cannot  bot  exclaim,  m  did  the 
writer,  "  Besutiiol !  beautiful !”  Let  me  say,  “  Qo 
aod  share  the  hospitality  of  a  noble  people,  whose 
doors  are  wide  open  thrown  to  the  stranger,  and 
-whose  tables  tempt  to  over-indulgence.  b. 


ruwFWNITiai.  CBIiBBBATIOW 
Of  the^ yirst  Presbyterian  Church.  Carlisle,  Pa. 
The  first  day  of  July  was  observed  by  this  congrega- 
tfoD  as  tbe  one  hundredth  anniversary  of  Its  existence. 
Id  oomplianoe  with  Invitafiona  sent  forth  by  its  Com¬ 
mittee  of  Arrangements,  a  large  audience  assembled, 
composed  of  strangers  from  abroad,  and  the  citizens  of 
the  place.  Some  disappointment  was  felt  by  the  an¬ 
nouncement  that  the  Eev.  Dr.  Doffiold,  of  Detroit,  who 
was  to  deliver  a  Historical  Discourse,  had  not  arrived ; 
but  so  well  was  his  place  supplied  by  others,  that  many 
expressed  themselves  well  satisfied,  since  by  this  acci¬ 
dent  they  were  gratified  with  an  additional  pleasure. 
After  the  usual  devotional  exorcises,  in  which  the  Rev. 
Dr.  Dewitt,  of  Harrisburg,  in  a  very  foivent  prayer, 
gDvc  utterance  to  the  grtdefol  mnotlons  of  the  assem¬ 
bly,  in  view  of  the  divine  mercies  during  the  past  cen¬ 
tury,  the  pastor  ol  the  congregation,  Rev.  C.  P.  Wing, 
explained  the  reasons  which  hsA  led  to  the  celebration 
of  the  day,  and  the  arrangements  which  had  been  made 
fo  A 

In  the  absence  of  Dr.  Dn£5eld,  of  Detroit,  Rev.  George 
Dnfileld,  Jr.,  of  Philadelphia,  was  called  upon  to  take 
his  place.  Though  it  was  very  evident  that  in  such  a 
peculiar  combinatton  of  circumstances,  he  wonld  gladly 
have  been  excused,  yet  as  a  true  son  of  the  old  chnrch, 
and  the  old  bmough,  he  addressed  himself  to  the  duty 
before  him,  as  if,  should  he  hesitate,  the  very  "  stones 
wonld  cry  out  of  the  wall  I” 

His  text  was  Proverbs  ziiL ,  28 :  "  A  good  man  leaveth 
an  inheritance  to  children  and  to  cblldien’s  children.” 
After  allu^Ung  to  some  drcnmstances  connected  with 
his  yonih  and  chQdhood,  which  he  had  spmit  in  connec¬ 
tion  with  this  congregation  while  his  father  was  its  pas¬ 
tor,  he  proceeded  In  a  review  of  the  most  striking  inci¬ 
dents  which  have  takoi  place  in  that  region  from  its 
early  setUemmit.  He  spoke  of  the  original  Indians, 
who  had  come  from  the  Carolinas  and  Georgia,  and  had 
settled  on  these  lands,  in  friendly  union  with  the  Six 
Nations ;  of  the  French  trader,  James  Le  Tort,  whose 
name  has  sinoe  been  given  to  the  Letort  Spring,  which 
so  beautifolly  watered  the  vicinity  of  the  town,  and 
noticed  the  happy  providence  which  had  saved  ns  from 
the  predominance  of  French  principles  and  the  Roman 
Catholic  Religion.  He  next  depicted  the  noble  char¬ 
acter  of  the  Scotch  Irish  settlers  who  penetrated  what 
was  then  a  wilderness,  in  search  of  home  and  freedom, 
and  drew  a  vivid  pictnre  of  their  perils  and  sofierings, 
exposed,  as  they  constantly  were,  to  attacks  from  fierce 
savages. 

The  speaker  then  gave  a  bird’s-eye  view  of  the  ec- 
clesiasUcal  history  of  the  county.  Silver  Spring,  Big 
Spring,  and  the  Springs  afterward  known  as  the  ”  Meet- 
iog-honse  Springs,”  he  thought  were  fit  types  and  em 
blems  of  the  churches  erected  in  their  vicinity,  fonn 
talnn  of  religion !  sources  of  glorious  revivals  greater 
than  which  had  scarcely  been  seen  in  tbe  history  of 
onr  country.  Glowing  with  his  theme  as  he  proceeded, 
the  condurioD  of  bis  discourse  was  a  genuine  and  nn- 
mistakeable  out- pouring  of  hia  heart,  as  awakened  by 
the  cireomstances  of  the  occasion,  and  were  mainly 
dnstered  around  three  points.  First  the  lapse  of  time 
where  was  tbe  old  man  1  tbe  man  of  middle  age  1 — tbe 
yonng  ?— even  the  babe  in  its  mother’s  aims  1  that  a 
hundred  years  ago  had  witnessed  the  laying  of  the  cor' 
ner  stone  of  that  edifice !  Gone '  all  gone !

In  the  evening,  according  tc  previous  r.otice,  the 
Choir  gave  a  grand  vocal  Conceit,  introduclog,  amo 
other  musical  gems,  tbe  beautiful  O.atorio  of  ”  Esther 
the  Beautirul  Qaeen.” 

Go  Thursday,  the  Eev.  Dr.  Daifiald,  who  had  been 
cccidec tally  detained,  arrived  in  town,  and  in  the  eve¬ 
ning  add,''e»6ed  a  large  audience.  His  address  was  re¬ 
plete  wfth  elcqnence  and  beauty.  He  gave  a  historical 
view  of  the  rise  and  progress  of  the  Presbyterian 
Chnrch  id  this  County,  and  alluded  in  feelins  terms  to 
his  long  servic.°8,  as  pastor  of  the  congregation,  where 
a  century  before  his  grandfather  bad  ministered  In 
tbe  rame  sanctuary.  He  claimed  for  tbe  Prosby  teiians 
of  Cumberland  County,  the  honor  of  having  lit  tho  first 
spark  of  freedom,  in  opposition  to  the  aggressions  of 
the  Mother  Country,  and  paid  a  passing  tributa  to  the 
old  Court  House  Bell,  which  for  throe  generatioLj  had 
summoned  that  congreg!it!oa  to  the  sanctuary. 

Da  R«tnfday,  the  4lh  of  July,  tho  Choir,  accompan- 
pauled  by  a  portion  of  the  congregation,  visited  the 
Meeting  gpiiogg,  -where  they  spent  the  day,  In 
rambling  over  the  oM  grave  yard,  or  enjoying  the  beau- 
ly  jftbe  sceoery.  When  tbe  company  were  abont  to 
reporate,  they  gathered  together  in  the  grave  yard, 
when  the  Choir  sang  an  ai^Top.-iate  song,  written 
by  D  Dcthnne  Dcffield,  Esq.,  the  whole  aasembly  join¬ 
ing  in  the  chorus,  aid  pledging  each  othu  in  edpioua 
libadoDt  of  lifeqiiving  water,  from  the  bubbling  qiilnga 
at  which  tiieir  fathers  drank  “  a  hundred  years  ago.” 

All  who  were  permitted  to  unite  in  tUa  celebration 
(peak  of  it  as  a  seaaon  of  pecnliar  enjoy  ment,  and  one 
never  to  be  forgotten  by  ttiote  participating  Id  tbe  ex¬ 
ercises.

Ire  ”  Morning  Star”  at  Honolulu. — This  little  mis 
sionary  ship,  built  by  the  contribations  of  the  children  of 
the  United  States,  for  whose  sneoees  so  many  prayers 
have  been  offered,  arrived  in  safety  at  Honolulu  on  the 
2lBt  rf  April,  after  a  voyage  of  138  days.  She  was  re¬ 
ceived  with  great  enthusiasm,  and  after  her  arrival  a 
beautiful  flag  was  presented  by  the  ladies.  Tbe  FrUnd , 
published  there,  says : 

“  A  very  large  assemblage,  numbeTing  two  or  three 
thousand,  gathered,  at  four  o’clock,  P  M.,  April  29th, 
on  Market  Wharf  and  in  the  streets  adjacent.  The 
‘  Morning  Stari  was  moored  to  the  wharf,  and  so  sitn- 
ated  M  to  bo  in  foil  view  of  tbe  crowd.  Her  Majesty, 
the  Queen,  occupied  a  conspicuous  position  npon  the 
market.  She  was  attended  by  Piinoe  Lot,  Mr.  Wyllie 
and  Dr.  Rooke.  We  regret  the  absence  of  Hia  Majesty 
from  tbe  lalands,  for  we  are  confident,  had  he  been  in 
town,  be  would  have  honored  the  occasion  by  bis  pre¬ 
sence. 

”  Tbe  pleasant  exerdses  on  the  occasion  took  place, 
immediately  after  the  banner  was  presented,  and  before 
Captain  Moore  had  flnuhed  hia  reply,  the  audience 
gave  cheer  npon  cheer,  as  the  aignal  was  seen  floating 
from  the  mast  bead.  Foreigners  and  natives,  old  and 
yonng,  all  joined  in  the  '  hurrah !’ 

"  Tbe  banner  is  about  20  feet  long  and  12  ^eet  wide. 
Tbe  star  is  directly  nnder  the  center  0/  the  word 
‘  morning.’  The  dove  ia  placed  in  the  lower  corner  on 
the  right  hand.  The  ground  work  is  of  white  bunting, 
and  the  emblems  of  iky- blue. 

"  All  the  Sabbath  Schools  of  the  dty  were  nume¬ 
rously  represented,  and  they  marched  in  proceasion  to 
the  spot,  where  seats  were  provided.  The  einging  was 
excellent.  By  no  means  to  disparage  thesiogiog  of  the 
forei-n  schools,  but  that  of  tho  native  children  was  par¬ 
ticularly  good. 

•'  Ii  is  expected  the  ‘  Star’  will  be  ready  to-morrow. 
May  let,  and  will  proceed  with  despatch  for  the  Mar¬ 
quesas  Islands,  with  supplier  for  the  missionaries.  Tbe 
Hawaiian  Missionary  Society  sends  the  Rev.  J.  S. 
Emerson,  as  foreign  delegate,  and  the  Hon.  Mr.  Nama- 
keba  Ca  chief,  and  unde  of  the  Queen)  as  native  dele¬ 
gate.  The  Rev.  Mr.  Kankau  and  his  wife  go  to  join  the 
mission.  J.  £.  CbambeilAin,  E-iq  ,  and  Mr.  Namakeha 
go  as  passengers.  It  is  hoped  the  vessel  wUl  return  on 
or  soon  after  the  first  of  July,  when  she  will  be  fitted 
out  and  sent  with  supplies  to  Microoeei a,  where  she  may 
be  detained  for  exploration  for  several  monihs.” 


—  On  Monday,  July 
fith,  the  following  persons,  oonuoeted,  or  to  be  con¬ 
nected  with  tba  misMons  of  the  A.  B.  0.  F.  M.  in 
Assyria  and  Turkey,  sidled  from  Boston  in  the  bark 
Henry  Hill,  Oapt.  Watson,  for  Smyrna — Rev.  H.  P. 
Williams  and  Mrs.  Williams,  to  Mosul ;  Rev.  J.  Y. 
Leonard  and  Mrs.  Leonard,  to  the  Northern  Arme¬ 
nian  Mission ;  Miss  Ssrah  0.  King,  a  daughter  of 
Dr.  Jonas  King,  retoming  to  her  parents  in  Greece ; 
and  Mils  Bell,  going  to  the  mission  at  Constanti¬ 
nople.  Mr.  Williams  has  been  for  some  years  in  the 
missionary  field.  The  others,  except  Mias  King, 
who  Is  going  home,  go  abroad  for  the  first  time. 
Mrs.  Williams  is  the  daughter  of  Rev.  Sewali  Hard¬ 
ing,  Secretary  of  the  Congregational  Board  of  Pub¬ 
lication,  and  the  second  of  his  daughters  now  gone 
to  tho  same  foreign  missionary  field.  Mrs.  Lsonird 
is  daughter  of  Mr.  G.  Gilbert,  of  Hamden,  Ct.  The 
Boston  Rtcordtr  ssjs  that  Rav.  Chauncey  Eddy,  long 
known  as  a  zealous  and  effi-sient  agent  of  the  Board 
in  New-Eogland,  with  his  wife,  accompany  this 
missionary  band  upon  the  voyage  ;  intending  to 
pass  some  time,  for  the  benefit  of  Mr.  Eddy’s  health, 
which  has  be  n  badly  broken  down  for  the  last  two 
or  three  years,  at  Beirut,  or  in  its  immediate  vicin- 
ity,  where  a  son  of  Mr.  Eddy  is  laboring  as  a  mis¬ 
sionary  of  the  Board. 

Rev.  Df.  M’Olintock  writes  that  his  health  has 
so  much  improved  by  his  voyage,  that  he  has  strong 
hopes  of  returning  quite  well.  He  parted  from 
Bishop  Simpson  at  Antwerp,  whence  the  Bishop 
went  to  visit  the  chnrches  in  Norway.  They  were 
to  meet  on  the  25  th  ult.  at  Cork,  to  attend  the 
Irish  Conference.  They  attend  the  Eoglish  Con¬ 
ference  the  29 Lh  lost.,  the  French  Oonforence  in 
August,  and  the  German  in  September.  They  will 
then  return  home,  hoping  to  be  back  early  in 
October. 

Rev.  Burdett  Hart,  of  tho  First  church  in  F*lr 
Haven,  Ot.,  being  unable  to  preaob  for  a  ti  ne,  from 
disease  of  the  throat,  has  just  sailed  for  Eorope . 
His  people  have  shown  a  worthy  generosity  in  pro¬ 
posing  to  him  a  vacaUoa  of  some  six  months,  da¬ 
ring  which  time  they  continue  his  salary  and  sup¬ 
ply  his  pulpit.  B  lyond  this  they  have  contributed 
somewhat  more  than  $300  toward  his  necess  a.y 
traveling  expenses. 

The  Park  Presbyterian  Church  in  Newark, 
N.  J ,  has  made  a  contract  with  tbe  Messrs.  De  - 
marests  to  erect  a  Lecture  Room  for  the  use  of  this 
church,  npon  the  lot  adjoining  the  church  on  tho 
East.  It  is  to  bo  one  story  in  height,  and  about 
fifty  feet  long;  the  front  to  correspond  in  general 
design  with  the  style  of  the  church.  Tae  house  is 
to  be  well  lighted  and  ventilated,  and  the  seats  arc 
to  turn  like  those  of  a  railroad  carriage,  to  accom 
modate  the  classes  of  the  Sabbath  School.  The 
roof  is  to  be  of  slate,  and  tbe  whole  edifice  is  to  be 
completed  by  the  middle  of  October. 

Religious  Independence  in  Ireland. — It  is  re¬ 
ported  that  the  late  spirited  election  for  a  new 
British  Parliament  called  out  the  Rjman  Catholic 
clergy  in  force ;  and  they  not  only  supported  cer¬ 
tain  candidates,  but  nominated  several.  Dr.  M 
Hale,  Archbishop  of  Tuam,  named  the  candidates 
for  Galway ;  but  the  resistance  of  the  people  to  the 
political  dictation  of  the  priesthood,  defeated  the 
Bishop’s  uominee,  and  they  even  returned  a  Pro¬ 
testant. 

Old  John  Street _ The  N.  Y.  Advocate  says  the 

Now  York  Methodist  local  preachers  have  achieved 
a  noble  deed,  for  which  the  whole  denomination 
will  be  grateful.  Their  Association  has  purchased 
the  old  John  Street  ebureb,  with  the  pledge  that 
it  shall  forever  remain  a  free  Methodist  church. 
This  monumental  edifice  is  thus  secured  to  the  de¬ 
nomination.  It  is  understood  that  the  members  of 
the  chnrch,  who  reside  “  up-town,”  and  who  de¬ 
sired  the  sale  of  the  old  bnildiug  in  order  to  erect 
a  new  one  more  convenient  to  their  homes,  will 
imlte  with  the  Mulberry  Street  Society,  which  is 
now  erecting  a  superior  edifice  on  Fourth  Avenue, 
near  Dr.  Hawkes’s  church. 

Dr.  Ross  and  his  friends  find  bu*  little  ud  down 
South.  The  Oharleatcn  (S.  C.)  Presbyterian  re¬ 
marks,  while  their  sympathies  are  with  tho  “  ex¬ 
scinded  party,”  the  E'iitur  says  he  is  *'  not  sure  but 
what  a  full  share  ot  tho  responsibility  rests  upon 
them.”  In  a  concluding  paragraph,  ho  adds : 


Dr.  Thomas  Spencer  recently  died  in  Phlladeipbla. 
He  w&a  a  man  eminent  in  bis  profeaiiou,  and  warmly 
alive  *0  his  religions  obligations.  The  Philadelphia 
Presbyterian  remirka : 

“  About  five  years  ago  Dr.  S.  joined  tbe  Third  Pres¬ 
byterian  Church  of  thLi  city,  by  loiter,  from  the  Church 
in  Geneva,  under  the  care  of  the  Rev.  Mr,  Hogarth.  Ho 
was  a  faithful  attetidant  upon  the  S.ibbath  services  as 
well  ati  the  we»  kly  lecture  and  prayer  nieeilogs,  where 
ho  haa  made  aeveral  abort  addreiaea  and  exhortations, 
and  occaalcnady  led  in  prayer.  He  expressed  great  sa¬ 
tisfaction  in  having  Mr.  Brainerd  pray  wUb  him  during 
hia  illness,  and  always  responded  wlih  a  fervent  ‘Amen  I’ 
Ho  raid  that  he  had  no  ”  raptures,"  but  "a  confirmed 
faith  in  the  Christian  religion,  and  an  abiding  trust  sn 
Ood  ’■  At  the  close  or  the  last  day  of  bis  life,  he  said, 

This  has  been  a  day  of  great  thought  /”  and  like  a  field 
marahal  he  met  tbe  '  last  enemy.’  ” 

Tne  0oNOREGATio.vALisT3  of  the  Ewt  differ  wide¬ 
ly  from  tkeir  brethren  of  New  York.  At  least. 
Ibis  is  the  fair  inference  from  a  recent  article  in  the 
Boston  Recorder^  in  opposition  to  some  late  ecolest* 
astioal  traniactiona  in  R«v.  Dr.  Oheever’s  chnrch. 
Tne  Recorder  rebukes  them  as  follows :

While,  too,  the  whole  responsibility  of  tho  past 
agitation  rests  upon  the  North,  aud  twenty-seven 
memorials,  from  as  many  different  P.'osbytoriei*, 
brought  tbe  subject  before  the  Assembly,  there 
still  seems  to  us  something  Mrusive  in  the  manner  in 
which  the  Presbytery  of  Lexington  South  urged  the  is¬ 
sue,  and  something  unguarded  and  needlessly  harsh  in 
their  language  on  the  stdyect.  There  is  just  tho  differ¬ 
ence  between  saying  “  alaveholdiog  is  right,’’  and 
‘‘  slaveholdirg  is  not  wrong,”  that  there  is  between 
every  positive  and  tho  corresponding  negative.  Tho 
one  seems  to  imply  e  positive  approbation  and  com¬ 
placency  which  the  other  does  not.  and  hence  is 
more  I'keiy  to  be  mi«anderstoud.  Nor  can  we  say 
that  Dr.  F,  A  Ross,  with  all  his  acknowledged  ability 
and  boldness,  is  precisely  the  champion  of  our  choice, 
either  in  language  or  sentiment.

For  the  last  three  niontna  tbe  average  attendance 
on  the  Sabbath  exercises  has  been  about  sixty.  A 
number  of  young  ifrea  are  usually  present  and  we 
often  notice  strangers.  Few  females  have  oourage 
to  visit  tho  chapel.  T  wo  weekly  services  are  held 
in  different  parts  of  tho  city,  which  are  well  attend¬ 
ed.  At  Mr.  L  (bdoii’s  Sabbath  Bible  Olaas  and 
weekly  prayer-meeting,  from  twenty-fire  to  thirty 
are  usnallv  present.  A  service  has  been  held  at 
the  Dispensary,  where  from  forty  to  eighty  have 
daily,  Sunday  excepted,  listened  to  the  trnth.  Sy¬ 
rians,  Nestorians,  Papists,  Turks,  Koords,  Bedouins 
and  Fi re- worshi opera,  have  heard  Obrist  preached. 
Occasionally  a  Moslem  objects  to  some  unplessant 
truth,  but  all  listen  attentively,  and  moat  gladly. 
Wun  many  the  want  of  medicine  is  merely  a  pre 
text  to  hear  the  gospoL  A  very  large  number  of 
these  people  oouid  not  be  reached  by  any  other 
means.  In  three  months  about  2,000  patients  have 
been  treated.

Pro-perous  Church _ Rev.  Frederick  G.  Clark, 

pastor  of  the  Presbyterian  church  in  West  Twenty- 
third  street.  New  York,  has  preached  a  sermon  to 
his  people  called  “  The  Stone  ol  Help,”  which  has 
been  privately  printed,  in  which  he  describes,  in  a 
very  interesting  manner,  the  diffioultios  with  which 
tho  chnrch  has  struggled  and  ita  subsequent  suc¬ 
cess.  It  was  r  early  twenty  years,  Mr.  Clark  states, 
before  the  church  emerged  from  its  difficulties. 
There  are  now  232  communicants,  and  the  congre¬ 
gation  have  erected  a  church  which  is  “  probably 
worth  seventy  thousand  dollars,  with  only  sixteen 
thousand  dollars  of  mortgage  incumbrance.”  Their 
contributions  to  benevolent  objects  have  steadily 
advanced  until  they  have  now  reached  annuslly 
twenty-four  hundred  dollars.— PhtfodripWo  Obs’r.

P.  Aikman,  ot 
the  Sixth  Presbyterian  Church,  Newark,  N.  J. 
preached  his  farewell  sermon  Sabbath  before  last. 
Nine  years  ago,  Mr.  A.  was  installed  pastor  of  that 
ohureh,  which  had  then  been  in  existence  one  year, 
aud  had  just  completed  the  church  edifice.  There 
were  then  52  members,  and  since  that  time  82  have 
Joined  on  certificate,  and  38  have  been  received  on 
profession.  Only  10  have  died,  and  nine  adults  and 
24  children  have  been  baptized.  The  church  now 
numbers  104  members. 

Missionary  to  Japan. — The  Baptists  ot  this 
rountry  propose  a  mission  to  Japan.  J.  Goble,  who 
visited  that  oountry  with  Com.  Perry,  brought  home 
a  native  Japanese,  with  whom  he  has  been  study¬ 
ing  at  Madison  University,  to  fit  him  to  preach  the 
gospel  in  Japan. 

Interesting  Incident. — A  correspondent  of  the 
Portland  Mirror,  who  was  present  at  the  recent  an¬ 
niversary  of  the  Theological  Seminary  at  Aulum 
N  Y.,  thus  alludes  to  some  ot  the  graduating  class :  ’ 
The  annivi^rsary  exercises  of  the  Seminary  were 
attended  on  Wednesday.  Rev.  Dr.  Oondit,  formerly 
pastor  of  tho  Second  church  in  Portland,  was  tho 
presiding  officer.  There  were  but  four  speakers 
from  the  graduating  class,  which  contained  eight. 
The  audience  therefore  wore  not  wearied,  as  is  too 
often  the  case  cn  such  occasions,  by  the  length  and 
multiplicity  cf  the  exercises.  One  of  the  speakers 
was  a  native  of  Holland,  another  ot  Denmark,  and 
both  spoke  with  a  foreign  accent,  which  served  to 
awaken  and  keep  alive  tbo  attention  cf  the  audi¬ 
ence,  even  cf  those  who  had  no  acquaintance  with 
tho  personal  history  of  these  individuals,  whom  tho 
providence  of  God  had  brought  to  these  distant 
■bores,  hero  to  be  fitted  for  the  ministry  of  recon¬ 
ciliation.  But  to  those  familiar  with  the  incidents 
of  their  previous  life,  and  with  the  steps  by  which 
they  bad  been  led  te  their  present  position,  there 
was  a  deep  and  thrilling  interest  in  these  young 
men,  just  about  to  go  out  into  tho  work  they  have 
so  long  desired,  aad  for  which  they  have  striven  un¬ 
der  great  discouragements  and  trials,  that  made 
their  czorolses  most  impressive. 

Churches  in  NESRasKA. — An  extract'  from  a 
letter,  dated  Florence,  Nebraska:  ”  One  year  hince, 
we  had  seven  buildirgs  in  Florence,  now  we  have 
two  hundred.  S>me  of  them  fine  specimens  of 
architectural  beauty,  and  where  the  poor  Pawnees 
snd  Omshas,  a  few  years  since  held  sole  possession, 
one  thousand  p'wple  from  the  East  and  West  are 
now  building  churches  aud  school-houses,  and 
spreading  about  them  evidences  of  civilization.  The 
Methodists  are  now  building  a  meeting  house,  and 
the  Baptist  have  funds  enough  anbooribed  to  build 
them  a  fiao  building.  We  have  a  Society  nnder  the 
charge  of  Rev.  A.  BilJingsiy,  and  hope  soon  to 
build  a  g<>}d  building,  and  go  to  work  in  good  earn¬ 
est  to  cause  the  prairies  to  bud  and  blossom.

the  Church  to  give  to  our  beloved  pastor  oonfir* 
mstion  of  health,  sod  that  in  the  place  of  his  faturo 
labors  he  may  receive  a  more  adequate  oupport  than 
in  our  circumstances,  by  reason  of  deaths  and  re- 
roovals,  wo  are  able  to  give,  and  where  his  labors 
may  bo  crowned  with  abundant  success.

Ohriet  as  the  Savior  of  sinners,  and  to  enable 
him  to  emlwaoe  the  great  atonement  And  then 
the  beerseller  was  left  to  meditate  on  what  he 
had  heard.

How  to  Manure  Trees  in  Grass. 
«gtMtmiiijliinM,”MiaherL  Very  few  penonimmnt.  IrM.  grraiig  ia  sol 
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in  keeping  the  soU  meUow,  and  earthing  up.  The 
earthing  may  be  done  at  several  times,  but  it  will 
not  be  neeessary  to  oommenoe  untU  about  the 
first  of  September.  Hold  the  leaves  tightly  toge¬ 
ther  with  one  hand,  while  with  the  other  draw 
the  fine  earth  oarefoUy  around  the  stems.  Care 
must  be  ezeroised  that  no  earth  gets  into  the  oen- 
ter  of  the  plant,  or  it  will  discolor  the  stalks,  and 
sometimes  eause  them  to  rot.  As  the  weather 
becomes  cooler  in  the  fall,  the  earthing  must  be 
continued,  and  kept  nearly  to  the  tops  of  the 
leaves.  The  earthing,  like  all  other  operations  in 
the  gwden,  should  be  neatly  done.  Celery  can 
remain  in  the  ground  until  winter  is  expected  to 
set  in,  when  it  should  be  pltoed  in  oeUar,  in  the 
earth  or  sand,  where  it  will  keep  good  for  a 
ling  time. — Rural  New  Yorker.

maining  two  of  the  above  mentioned  soiencea 
should  not,  by  any  means,  be  orerlooked,  for 
without  them  parts  of  the  foundation,  without 
whioh  you  cannot  raise  a  firm  superstrnoturo,  are 
wanting.

Charcoal  as  a  Manure. 

A  subscriber  makes  enquiries  respecting  the 
value  of  charcoal  as  a  manure,  on  different  kinds 
of  Btil,  the  qu&nity  to  bs  used,  and  tho  mode  of 
application. 

Charcoal  is  one  of  the  most  indestructible  of 
regetable  substances ;  therefore  it  dues  not  beiie- 
fii  plants,  exoept  to  a  limited  extent  by  entering 
directly  into  the  oomposition.  The  silicate  of 
potash,  and  other  salts,  may  bo  washed  from 
oharooal  by  the  rains  and  used  by  plan  ts,  but  car¬ 
bon,  the  main  oonstituent  of  oharooal,  is  insoluble 
in  water. 

This  substance  is  benefiotal  to  plants,  m  virtue 
of  its  property  of  absorbing  gsses.  Ammonioal 
and  oarbonio  acid  gases  are  absorbed  from  the 
atmosphere  aud  retained  in  its  porous  substance 
until  drawn  hence  to  supply  the  demands  of  the 
rootlets  of  plants,  which  freely  permeate  it  for  the 
purpose. 

To  render  oharooal  effioient  as  a  manure,  it 


0 '  grass  land,  in  a  judioious  or  eoonomiotl  manner. 
The  general  praotioe  is  to  dig  the  manure  in, 
within  a  diameter  of  aiz  feet,  having  the  body  for 
the  centre.  The  tree  takes  its  food  from  the 
young  rootlets  whose  mouths  extend  just  as  far 
on  every  side  as  the  branches  of  the  tree ;  henoe 
this  manure  applied  closely  to  the  body  of  the 
free,  is  not  where  the  roots  oan  take  it ;  and  of 
oonrso  bat  little  of  its  value  is  absorbed  by  the 
tree.  If  you  doubt  it,  j  'it  fry  the  experiment 
on  two  trees.  Serve  the  one  as  above  named,  and 
the  other  as  follows,  viz. : — Mark  a  oirole  around 
the  tree,  having  for  its  outer  line  the  exset  ra¬ 
dius  formed  by  the  overhanging  branohea;  dig 
on  the  inner  side  of  this  oirole,  a  trenoh  two  feet 
wide,  and  one  foot  deep ;  mix  well  rotten  nuuiare, 
half  and  half  with  the  best  of  the  soil,  or  the 
earth  dug  ont  of  the  trenoh,  and  fill  the  trenoh 
with  it ;  then  replace  the  turf,  then  wheel  away 
the  refuse  or  extra  earth;  rake  olean  and 
smooth ;  you  will  have  a  good  growth  of  free ; 
your  froit  larger  and  more  fair,  and  no  unsightly 
or  unnatural  hillook  or  mound  around  the  body 
of  tho  troe. — Ohio  Farmer. 

To  Save  Vines  from  Bugs. 

I  would  give  my  experienoe  in  regard  to  the 
enemies  of  the  vine.  On  my  vines  first  appear, 
as  a  Mueral  thing,  the  smi^  black  bug  or  fly ; 
the  omy  thing  I  ever  found  to  drive  them  off  is 
Sootoh  snuff  sprinkled  on  the  vines.  I  have 
found  that  the  most  effeotive  preventive  agunst 
the  effects  of  the  striped  bug,  out- worm,  or  bisok 
fly,  and,  in  faot,  all  of  these  enemies  of  the  vine 
(or  cabbage)  is  as  follows :  Make  a  box  about 
seven  inohes  deep  by  six  inches  square  on  the  top, 
and  eight  on  the  Itottom.  This  is  to  bs  placed 
over  the  hills  as  soon  as  the  vines  begin  to  break 
the  ground.  I  have  had  my  vines  cat  off  when 
the  blow  was  just  breaking  into  sight  These 
boxes  are  the  only  thing  that  I’know  o^^hat  will 
prove  effeotuaL — RurcS  New  Yorker. 


must  be  finely  pulverized,  and  sown  as  a  top 
dressing,  at  the  rate  of  about  forty  bushels  to  an 
acre.  Oa  clayey  and  oompaot  soUs,  it  serves  the 
additional  purpose  of  rendering  the  aoil  more  po¬ 
rous  and  fii4b!e.  Sown  freely  on  the  surface,  it 
has  the  effect  to  render  the  land  warmer,  its  black 
oalor  abs  rbiog  the  sun’s  rays  much  more  than  a 
light  eolored  soil 

Charcoal  is  also  valuable  to  mix  with  night 
soil,  or  other  animal  manures.  It  renders  suoh 
substances  less  offensive,  and  by  absorbing,  pre¬ 
vents  the  escape  of  the  volatile  and  most  valuable 
portions. 

We  are  persuaded  that  refuse  timber,  whioh 
it  quite  utfit  for  otiier  purposes,  oan  be  charred 
and  applied  to  tho  soil  with  profit. — Ohio 
Farmer. 

Celery. 

Celery  is  a  luxury  highly  prized,  ud  eagerly 
sought  Market  garaeners  do  not  raise  onc-half 
of  what  they  oo^d  dispose  of  at  remunerating 
prioes.  Sarcely  a  city  in  the  Uaion  is  half  sup- 1 
plied  with  this  vegetable.  Fashion,  a«  well  as 
taste,  has  created  a  demand  for  oelory  that  will 
not  be  supplied  in  many  years.  Celery  plants 
should  be  raised  in  a  hot-bed,  or  may  be  grown  in 
a  very  warm  border.  The  plants  should  be  grown 
thin  80  that  they  may  bewme  strong  and  hardy 
before  transplanting  into  the  trenoh.  Most  of 
the  plants  we  see  exposed  for  sale  at  our  ewd- 
stores,  and  sold  by  the  dozen,  are  grown  so  thick 
that  they  are  punny  and  worthless.  Toe  plants 
are  all  the  stronger  and  better,  if  transplanted 
from  the  seed  bed  into  a  warm  border,  some 
three  inohes  apart,  and  there  allowed  to  harden. 

After  the  plants  are  ready,  dig  trenches  a  foot 
wide,  and  the  same  in  depth,  throwing  the  e:^h 
out  on  eaob  aide  of  the  trenoh,  and  nieely  sloping 
it  off,  so  that  the  soil  will  not  fall  into  the  trenoh. 
If  several  trenohes  are  dug  they  should  be  three 
feet  apart  Some  six  inches  of  thoroughly  rotted 
manure  should  then  be  dug  into  tho  bottom  of 
the  french.  If  the  subeoil  is  poor  it  will  be  ne- 
eeaiary  to  take  out  about  six  inohes,  and  throw  in 
the  same  quantity  of  suifaee  soil,  to  mix  with  the 
manure.  Then  take  the  plants  up  carefully,  out 
off  the  tops  of  the  leaves,  and  shorten  tho  roota 
if  they  are  long  and  straggling,  and  plant  them  in 
the  trenches,  four  inoKea  apart.  Water  and  shade 
from  the  sun  for  a  few  days,  until  the  plants  m 
established.  The  after  culture  will  nmply  oonrist 


Crops  in  the  United  States. 

The  coming  Harvest  promises  to  be  equal  to  any 
ever  gathered  in  the  United  States.  In  the  immedi¬ 
ate  vicinity  of  New- York,  although  the  season  bas 
been  cold  and  rainy,  no  one  crop  will  be  a  fsllnre. 
Thus  far  traits  and  vegetables  have  yielded  abund¬ 
antly,  and  the  hay  crop,  now  being  cut,  is  unusually 
large. 

The  wheat  crep,  esp^idally,  is  in  a  moat 
fl'jurisbing  condition,  and  in  a  large  portion  of  the 
Sonthern  States  it  is  already  secured.  The  Harvest 
is  nearly  oomp’eted  In  South  Carolina,  Georgia,  Ala¬ 
bama,  Mississippi,  and  alarge  portion  oi  Virginia  and 
Tennessee.  The  bredth  of  land  sown  with  uia  gra'n 
in  the  principal  wheat-growing  States  exceed  that 
of  last  year. 

From  tho  Middle  States  accounts  are  more 
variable ;  but  it  is  reasonable  to  exp  xst,  at  least  a 
fair  average  yield.  The  great  Western  wheat  har¬ 
vest,  though  rather  late,  will  genersily  commence 
about  the  middle  of  the  present  month.  Winter 
wheat  was  killed  to  a  great  extent  in  the  Northern 
portions  of  Illinois,  Ohio,  and  more  or  less  through¬ 
out  Iowa  and  Wisconsin.  In  the  Eastern  States 
crops  of  English  grain  are  believed  to  be  as  good  as 
usual,  although  backward,  particularly  Indian  corn. 
Tne  latter,  with  more  favorable  weather,  will  ba  an 
average  crop.  Potatoes  and  the  coarser  oscnlent* 
will  1m  abundant,  fruit,  too,  promises  a  Urge  yield, 
exoept  in  some  limited  looaliiies.  Tho  senior  editor 
of  the  N.Y.  Comtry  GenUeman,  having  recently  made 
an  extensive  tour  through  Northern  Illinois,  South¬ 
ern  Wisconsin  and  a  portion  of  Iowa,  his  obser¬ 
vations  with  regard  to  the  crops  arc  of  value.  He 
says  under  date  of  July  9th 
“  From  New-Tork  to  Iowa,  tho  season,  with  great 
uiiformity,  bas  been  cold  and  wet,  and  all  orops  are 
in  a  very  backward  state— say  from  two  to  three 
weeks  behind  what  they  usually  are  on  the  Is*  of 
July.  Most  of  the  InAan  com  on  the  Prairies, 
which  is  generally  two  to  four  foot  high  at  the  close 
of  J anc,  is  this  year  not  more  than  three  to  six 
inches,  and  has  a  yellow,  sickly  and  most  unpromia- 
ing  appearance,  and  unless  the  months  of  July  sud 
August  should  prove  unusually  favorable,  tho  crep 
cannot  fail  to  be  a  short  one.” 

According  to  the  same  authority,  the  Chinese 
sorghum,  whioh  has  received  so  much  attention 
from  the  public,  as  a  proposed  substitute  for  the 
Southern  cane,  is  likely  to  disappoint  its  friends. 
We  quote  the  following; — 

“  Tne  season  has  proved  most  unfavorable  to  the 
Chinese  sugar  cane,  considerable  quantities  of  which 
were  p’anted  at  the  West.  Much  of  the  seed  rotted 
in  the  ground,  and  what  vegetated  afT  irds  but  poor 
promise  of  maturity.  We  met  several  persons  who 
made  excellent  syrup  from  it  last  yea”,  in  small 
q'untities,  who  ail  expressed  full  confidenoe  that 
tne  best  of  molasses.  If  not  sugar,  could  be  profit¬ 
ably  made  from  it.” 

N  w-York  —In  tho  central  part  of  tho  Slate  rain 
fell  twenty-two  days  in  June,  doing  much  injury 
The  aggregate  depth  of  water  wh'ch  f<l  during  that 
time,  is  estimated  at  nine  inches.  Mach  corn  was 
mined,  and  with  it,  other  crops  suffered ;  but  wheat, 
rye  and  grass  look  tolerably  well.  lu  Western 
New-York,  wheat  looks  fair,  and,  in  fset,  all  the 
cn>ps  except  com.  Taking  the  Sta'e  throngh, 
winter  wheat,  except  on  well  drained  lands,  will  bo 
light.  Potatoes,  where  not  drowned  out,  are  very 
fine.  Fruit  is  good  iu  some  places,  bnt  muoh  in¬ 
jured  by  insects. 

New  Jersey.— The  Trenton  True  American  says  that 
in  Central  New-Jersey,  all  croakers  to  the  contrary 
notwithstanding,  the  crops  promise  finely.  Wheat 
will  be  better  than  ninal  in  several  of  the  counties ; 
the  harvest  has  already  commenced.  Cora  is  vari¬ 
able.  Fruit  is  not  abundant,  but  the  poach  crop  is, 
nevertheless,  represented  as  not  likely  to  fall  below 
an  average. 

Pennsylvania — The  crops  promise  well.  The 
Ilarrisbfirgh  Union,  of  the  8th  inst.,  after  a  tour 
through  the  cuunt^,  is  convinced  t'  at  the  rumors 
about  small  crops  Is  unfounded,  in  fact.  Much  rain 
has  fallen  through  the  State ;  yet  the  crops  look 
well,  except  wheat,  which  was  winter  killed  in  some 
p'aees. 

Maryland. — The  National  h.Uitligencer  says  ;— 

“  It  is  grati^lng  to  leara,  as  wo  do  on  the  best 
authority,  that  as  a  whole,  there  is  a  good  proapset 
for  plentiful  crops  of  nearly  or  quite  every  descrip¬ 
tion  of  produce,  in  the  lower  counties  of  Maryland, 
and  that  notwithstanding  the  severe  pests  of  the 
Chinch-bug  and  army-worm.” 

Virginia  — Newspapers  from  Virginia  are  onanl 
mous  In  deseribiog  the  wheat  crop,  now  gathering, 
as  excbt'iing  both  in  quantity  and  quality  any  that 
has  been  gathered  for  many  years.  The  Winthuter 
Virginian  says 
“From  many  parts  of  the  West  and  Northwest¬ 
ern  portionsof  the  State,  we  have  favorable  accounts 
The  Morgantown  Star  states  that  in  Monongalia  and 
Preston  counties  there  will  be  good  crops,  and  in 
the  Sonthweatera,  Southern  and  Sontbeasteni  por¬ 
tions  of  the  State  there  will  be  a  full  average  yield  “ 
Cora,  lye,  and  oats  are  very  promising ;  tobeooo 
leu  so.  In  the  Kanawha  Valley,  the  army  worm 
hM  done  serious  injury. 

North  Carolina.— Uto  Charlotte  Whig  reports  that 
the  farmers  in  that  vicinity  have  begun  to  harvest 
their  wheat,  and  there  is  a  prospect  of  a  very  Urge 
yield. 

S,nth  Curolfiia.— The  wheat  in  South  Carolina 
nnoommooly  good.  The  Lawentville  Herald  says 
“  Now  that  the  wheat  harvest  is  about  |end<x) 


and  a  correct  statement  een  be  made  of  tbe  crop, 
we  arc  gratified  to  be  able  to  corroborate  all  tbe 
bright  prophecies  whidi  have  been  made  with  re¬ 
gard  to  its  abundance.  Pron  almoet  every  quarter 
of  our  land  we  bear  the  gratefol  cry  of  abundant 
wheat  crops.  In  Laurens  Dlsfriet  our  Urmers  have 
never  gathered  into  their  granaries  e  greater  abun¬ 
dance  or  finer  qutiity  of  wheat.  Corn  is  still  back¬ 
ward,  bat  generally  looks  bcaltiiy.  Oats  are  gen- 
enliy  gooA  Cotton  is  an]womiiIiig.” 

Gwiyie.— The  sooounts  from  Georgia  closely  cor¬ 
respond  with  those  freon  SiNith  Carolina.  Wheat  it 
excellent ;  cats  fine ;  com  backward  but  improv¬ 
ing  ;  cotton  variable. 

AJdhana  and  Mieeieeippi  —The  condition  of  the 
oropsto  these  States  is  summarily  stated  in  the  fol¬ 
lowing  extract  from  the  MMle  Regieter  of  the  30  :h 
alt. 

“  We  give  thu  morning  copious  extracts  from' the 
pepers  of  this  State,  and  the  portions  of  Misaissippl 
oontignons  to  the  Mobile  and  Ohio  Bailroad,  about 
the  crops  of  cotton,  oenn  and  wheat.  We  have 
gathered  and  compared  all  the  h^rmation  within 
our  reach  on  this  snbjcet,  and  our  oonclnsions  have 
not  been  hastily  formeA  We  believe  the  crop  of 
wheat  will  exceed  thia  year  tte  yield  of  many  years 
past.  The  crop  of  o«m  will  be  an  average  one 
(very  where,  and  in  many  pUoea  more  than  an  aver¬ 
age  one.” 

Louisiana. — Recent  rains  have  greatly  benefitted 
both  cane  and  com,  and  these  orops  arc  now  doing 
well.  Planters  have  increased  eonfldoiee  in  the 
success  of  tbe  new  sngar  crop.  The  eidtivation  of 
wheat  has  been  oommcnced  in  the  Northern  part 
of  the  State,  with  promiee  ci  the  beat  reculU. 

Ohio  — Wheat  is  maturing  finely,  and  corn  is 
growing  rapidly.  A  eorre^ndent  of  the  Cincin¬ 
nati  Commercial,  who  has  jost  returned  firom  an  ez- 
tonded  tour  throughout  the  State,  saya  wheat  is 
everywhere  abundant  and  looks  welL  The  late 
weather  has  been  very  favorable.  There  were  no 
compUints  of  insects.  Barlw  looks  srell ;  several 
fields  have  been  cut  in  the  Mimi  Valley,  with  a 
heavy  yield.  Oats  are  thrifty,  but  iMMkward.  Po¬ 
tatoes  never  looked  better ;  the  high  prices  have 
caused  a  great  quantity  to  be  planteA  Corn  is 
small  and  very  t^kwa^.  Frnlt,  both  ^iples  and 
peaches,  is  very  abundant. 

The  harvest  will  generally  commence  abont  the 
12ch  or  15th  inst.  The  Cmyeinnati  6ras«tf«,  speaking 
of  Western  crops,  says  “  theinAcatioos  oonld  hard¬ 
ly  be  more  encouraging.” 

Kentucky. — The  wheat  harvest  has  commenced. 
All  the  accounts  we  have  seen  are  favorable.  The 
LouievUle  Journal  says : 

“  The  wheat  will  be  harvested  thronghont  this 
region  daring  tbe  next  two  weeks,  and  from  all  ac¬ 
counts  will  be  both  abundant  and  of  good  quality. 
We  hear  of  a  few  small  contracts  for  immedute  de¬ 
livery  at  $1,10  for  new  crop,  and  a  few  sales  at 
$1,15.  Tbe  established  marxet  price  has  not  yet 
been  fixed  upon.” 

Tennessee — The  wheat  harvest  is  now  ready  and 
is  said  to  be  very  fine.  Oats  and  com  look  well ; 
fruit,  poor. 

Michigan — The  orops  in  most  parts  of  the  State 
are  in  good  condition. 

“  The  Gass  County  Tribune  says  that  notwith¬ 
standing  the  cjld  weather,  the  crops  look  well. 
Corn  has  improved  wonderftilly  within  the  past 
few  days.  Corn  on  the  prairies  looks  rather  slim. 
We  may  not  have  as  large  a  crop  in  proportion  to 
the  number  of  acres  planted  as  last  year ;  bnt  one 
thing  is  certain,  we  will  have  as  muh  corn  to  sell 
as  we  did  last  season.  In  Van  Boren  oourty,  the 
crops  look  even  better  than  could  be  expected.” 

Indiana _ One  of  our  Indiana  ootemporaries  has 

the  following,  which  mnj  be  considered  as  a  fair  ex¬ 
pression  for  this  fertile  State : 

“  The  accounts  of  the  wheat  crop  in  InAana  con- 
tinuo  to  be  most  encouraging.  In  the  counties  of 
Boone,  Carl,  Clinton,  and  Tippecanoe,  the  prospect 
was  never  better  sinoe  they  were  settled,  and  rally 
one-fourth  more  ground  has  been  sowed  than  was 
harvested  last  year.  Tbe  enn)  of  the  whole  State 
last  year  was  about  13,000,000  of  budiels.  This 
year  it  is  estimated  by  those  who  have  given  the 
matter  their  particular  attention  to  reach  the  amount 
of  18,000,000.” 

Tbe  Indianapolis  Journal,  having  collected  a  large 
amount  of  information  from  its  exchanges  in  that 
State,  sums  up  thus : — 

“  The  close  approach  of  the  harvest  season  makes 
every  guoss  at  tbe  probable  return  of  onr  wheat 
fields  interesting.  Tbe  wheat  is  now  filling  rapidly, 
and  if  it  passes  the  present  week  and  the  next,  it 
will  be  safe  from  rust  and  every  other  ill  but  sprout¬ 
ing  after  it  is  shocked-^  mischief  that  the  experi¬ 
ence  of  1855  may  have  some  Infiaence  in  pre¬ 
venting. 

The  general  feeling  seems  to  be  that  more  wheat 
will  be  harvested  and  sent  to  market  this  year  than 
ever  before.  In  those  quarters  where  winter  ki^l-ng 
has  been  more  general,  the  much  greater  breadth  of 
land  sown  has  secured  the  country  ’against  a  falling 
('ff  in  the  absolute  yield,  and  on  others  the  return 
hat  been  thought  to  be  as  abundant  as  was  ever  no¬ 
ticed  in  any  year.” 

Illinois — Wheat  is  excellent;  also  fruit  and 
grass.  Corn  is  very  poor  and  backward.  Tbe  fol¬ 
lowing,  from  tbe  Bureau  County  Democrat,  of  July 
21,  is  a  specimen  of  the  aoconnts  from  the  in¬ 
terior: — 

“  Tbe  farmers  from  tbe  various  townships  in  this 
county  informs  us  that  the  prospect  of  an  abundant 
crop  of  wheat  were  never  better,  and  all  the  wheat 
that  we  have  noticed  fully  confirms  what  they  say. 
Grass  also  looks  remarkably  well.  Cora  is  yet 
short  and  needs  rain ;  the  roota  have  not  yet  gone 
down  Into  the  earth  deep  enough  to  withstand  a 
drought;  but  our  farmers  are  hopeful  of  a  good 
crop,  for  com  rarely.  If  ever,  fails  to  taro  out  well  In 
this  region.  Tbe  prospect  for  fruits  is  said  to  be 
cheering,  and  the  general  indications  are,  that  this 
will  ba  an  unusually  bountiful  year  to  the  farmer.” 

In  the  Northern  part  of  the  State  wheat  does  not 
look  as  well  as  in  other  places  in  the  same  State  and 
la  Iowa,  on  account  ot  the  severity  of  the  winter. 
In  Southern  Illinois  the  harvest  it  under  way  and 

ill  be  very  bonntifal.  Sales  in  St.  Louis  are 
a  ironicled  at  $2.10  per  bushel. 

Miesouri. — Provpeots  have  been  improyed  by  late 
rains. 

Wisconsin. — The  Sltlwaukie  News  of  the  8ch  inst.,

We  pity  those  who,  for  sinister 
ends,  have  engaged  to  this  warfisre.  The  time  of 
requital  will  come.  The  reaction  bore  will  be  as 
great,  we  doubt  not,  as  the  onset  has  been  ignorant 
and  maMcioua  One  of  the  most  fearful  repayments 
in  the  world  of  mind  is  to  the  recoil  of  ieeling  in  an 
abased  community  upon  those  by  whom  they  have 
been  led  astray.  When  that  time  comes,  as  come  it 
srill,  the  author  of  the  “  Apology,”  and  the  assail¬ 
ant  of  oar  great  national  tostitation,  and  of  some 
of  the  wisest  and  best  men  connected  with  it,  will 
have  to  make  an  apology,  and  a  very  different  one. 
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der  cf  tholsthmns.  Often  when  travelling  on  North¬ 
ern  railroads,  as  I  have  passed  throngh  deep  exca¬ 
vations  in  the  granite  rock  or  well-made  tunnels 
throngh  opposing  moantains,  have  I  paid  a  sponta¬ 
neous  bat  silent  tribute  of  glowing  admiration  to 
the  genius  and  enterprise  which  have  thus  opened 
and  graded  these  thoronghfares  of  inland  commerce 
and  these  highways  of  journeying  humanity.  But 
the  Panama  RtUroad  is  the  greatest  achievement 
of  them  all.  Built  to  the  same  latitude,  and  under 
sisailar  oironmatanoes  with  some  of  these  other 
roads,  it  would  be  an  inferior  work.  Bat  the  sick¬ 
liness  and  lassitude  of  the  climate,  the  great  diffi 
culty  of  obtaining  laborers  who  could  at  all  endure 
it,  the  groat  distance  that  the  mato’-ials  had  to  be 
imported,  and  other  aerioas  embarrassments,  ren¬ 
dered  tbo  enteiprise  one  of  unrivaled  interest.  The 
mere  snrvoy  of  the  route,  through  tropical  swamps 
and  over  chaparal- covered  hills,  was  a  service  of 
difficulty,  of  danger,  of  skill,  of  courage,  and  of 
perseverance  rarely  rqualod.  The  first  twelve  miles 
of  the  road  from  Asplnwall  is  acroM  a  morass,  so 
soft  when  the  vines,  and  reeds,  and  shrubs  were 
cleared  off,  that  piles  sixty  feet  long  would  settle 
down  ont  of  sight  by  their  own  weight ;  yet  across 
this  almost  bottomless  slongh,  bringing  timbers 
from  tbe  States,  and  stone  and  dirt  from  a  great 
distance,  a  substantial  railroad  has  been  built.  Tbe 
road  is  about  forty-eight  and  a  half  miles  to  length, 
and,  srith  its  depots  and  running  stock,  has  cost  tbe 
company  about  eight  millions  of  dollars ! 

Bishop  J.  thus  alladei  to  church  matters  to  Oal- 
ifornia:—
